0 the City are Two Foot and Half high, 
and Eleven Inches broad, flank'd with 
ſtrong Towers, at Ten Foot Diſtance. 
ſtept over the Weſtern Gate, and paſs'd 
ſideways along the 'Two principal Streets in 
my Waiſtcoat, leſt I ſhould damage the 
Houſes with the Skirts of my Coat. Strict 
Orders had been given, that nobody ſhould 
ſtir out of their Doors. It appear'd to 
be a populous Place, by the Number of 
2 Inhabitants 
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Inhabitants I ſaw at the Windows and 
Tops of the Houſes. NN is Five 
Hundred Foot ſquare, and is divided in- 
to Quarters by the Two great Streets; 
abundance of Alleys and Lanes go from 
them, too narrow for me to enter. The 
Houſes are from Three to five Stories: 
The Shops and Markets well provided. 
At the Meeting of the great Streets is 
the Emperor's Palace, furrounded by a 
Wall, which I had the Liberty to ſtep 
over, but could not ſee his Majeſty's Apart- 
ment, the Gates being very low, without 
ſtepping over the Houſes into another 
Court; but was prevented, by the Heighth

About a Fortnight after I had obtain'd 
my Liberty, I had a Viſit from the prin- 
cipal Secretary Reldreſal, who compliment- 
ed me on my Liberty, and ſaid he might 
pretend to ſome Merit in it; and added, 
that it was occaſion d by the preſent Situa- 
tion of Affairs at Court: For, ſaid he, 
tho our Condition appears flouriſhing to 
Foreigners, we labour under Two Evils; 
Faction at Home, and Danger of Inva- 
fion from Abroad. As to the Firſt, for 
Seventy Moons we have had contending 
Parties, under the Names of Tramecłſan 
and Slamec&/an, from the different Heighth 
of the Heels of their Shoes. It's ſaid, 
that high Heels are the moſt agreeable to 
our ancient Conſtitution ; but his Ma- 
jeſty admits only of low Heels in the Ad- 
miniſtration of Government, and the Of- 
| fices of the Crown. You may particu- 
larly obſerve that his Majeſty's Imperial 
Heels are lower than the reſt of the Court. 
All Society between the Two Parties is 
Joſt by theſe Animoſities ; tho' we have 
the Power, the high Heels exceed us 
in Number. We imagine, his Imperial 
Highneſs, the Heir to the Crown, tends

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towards the high Heels, for we can dif> 
cover one of his Heels higher than the 
other, which makes him limp in his Gait. 
Now, in the midſt of theſe Diſcontents, 


we are threaten'd with an Invaſion from 


the Iſland of Blefuſcy, the other large 
and powerful Empire; for our Philoſo- 
phers give no Credit to what you tell 
us of other Parts of the World inhabi- 
ted by People of your Size; neither do 
our oldeſt Hiſtories mention any other 
great Empires than Lilliput and Blefuſcu; 
which Two Powers have been engag' d 
in War for Six and Thirty Moons paſt, 


which happen'd on this Occaſion. 


The primitive Way of breaking Eggs

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under, and the Knave gets the Advan- 
tage. I once interceded with the King for 
2 Criminal who had run away with his 
Maſter's Money, which he had received 
upon Order, and, to extenuate his Crime, 
ſaid it was a Breach of Truſt only; he 
was ſurprized that I ſhould offer that in 
Defence which was the greateſt Aggrava- 
tion of that Crime; which made me hear- 
tily aſham'd. Although Rewards and Pu- 

niſhments are the Hinges of Government; 
no Nation puts this Maxim in Practice but 
that of Lilliput : Where, if a Man can 
bring ſufficient Proof that he has ſtrictly 
obſerved the Laws of his Country Seventy- 
three Moons, he has ſeveral Privileges grant- 
ed him, with a Sum of Money. When 1 
told them our Laws were inforc'd by Pe- 
nalties only, they thought it a great Defect. 
It is on this Account that the Image of 
Juſtice, in their Courts of Judicature, 
is formed with ſix Eyes, two before, as 
many behind, and one of each Side, to 
ſignify Circumſpection; with a Bag of 
Gold in the right Hand; in the Left, 
Sword undrawn, to ſhew ſhe is more diſ- 
poſed to reward than puniſn. In chuſing 
Perſons for Employments, more Regard is 
had to their Morals than Abilities, and 
believing that Providence never intended 


the 
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the Management of publick Aſſairs a My 


ſtery, imagine they are adapted to the Ca- 
pacity of common Underſtandings; and as 
Truth, Juſtice, and Temperance, are in 
every Man's Power, the Practice of thoſe 
Virtues, aſſiſted by Experience, may qua- 
lify a Man to ſerve his Country except 
where a Courſe of Study is requir d. But 
they think the want of Moral Virtues, ſo 

far from being ſupply d by ſuperior En- 
dovments of the Mind, that Employments 
cannot be put into more dangerous Hands; 
and, at leaſt, that an ignorant Miſtake, in 
a. virtuous Mind, can never be of ſuch 
fatal Conſequences as the corrupt Practices 
of a Man able to multiply and defend his 
Corruptions. In like manner the disbelieving 
a Divine Providence incapacitates a Man 
of holding any publick Station: For ſince 
Kings are the Deputies of Providence, 
they think it very abſurd in a Prince to 
employ a Man who diſowns. the Authority 


under which he acts: I mean here only 


the Laws originally inſtituted, and free 
from the Corruptions that have ſince crept 
in amongſt them.

e. Wind therefore not fit to live. The Lilli- 
- W1tians differ from us in their Notions of 
the Duty of Parents and Children; and 
hold, that the great Law of Nature acts in 
s, as in other Animals, by the Motives 
pf Concupiſcence, to propagate our own 
Species, and that the Tenderneſs towards 
the Voung proceeds from the ſame Princi- 
ple. They, therefore, think the Child 
is under no Obligation to its Parents for 
bringing it into the World. For theſe 
Reaſons the Parents ought leaſt to be 
ruſted in the Education of their Chili 
dren, and therefore they have publick 
Nurſeries for their Education from Twen- 
ty Moons old, to the Age of Fif⸗ 
teen Years. Theſe Schools are ſuited 
to the different Qualities and Con- 
ditions of the Parents, for both Sexes. 
The Nurſeries, for Males of noble Birth, 
are provided with learned Profeſſors, under

Their Parents 
are allowed to ſee them twice a Lear, and 
then but an Hour: They may kiſs them 
at meeting and parting, but are not fuf- 
fer d to whiſper, or uſe any fondling Ex. 
preſſions. The Penſion, for the Education 
of a Child, upon failure of Payment, is 
levy'd by the Emperor's Officers. T be 
- Nurſeries for Children, of an inferior Rank, 
are manag'd after the ſame Manner, only 
thoſe deſign'd for Trades are put out Ap- 
prentices at Eleven Years Old, which an- 
ſwers to One and Twenty with us. In 
the Female Nurſeries, the Manner of Edu- 
cation is almoſt the ſame, only they are 
attended by Servants of their own Sex, 
and have a ſmaller Compaſs of Learning 

injoyn'd them. And if it be found that 

theſe Nurſes entertain the Girls with fright- 
ful Stories, too common among us, they 

are publickly whipt through the City, im- 
Priſon'd for a Year, and baniſh'd to the moſt 
remote Part of the Country.

ve hf appearing Cowards and Fools, as the 
len, and deſpiſe all perſonal Ornaments 
beyond Cleanlineſs and Decency. When 
hey are Twelve Years of Age, or mar- 
riageable, they arc taken Home by their 
Parents with Expreſſions of Gratitude to 
e Profeſſors for their Care. In the Nur- 


nd Wferies of Females, of the meaner Sort, they 
, are inſtructed in Works proper for their

Sex. The moſt mean, who have Chil- 
dren at theſe Nurſcries, pay à Share of 
what they get monthly, beſides the an- 
nual Penſion, which ſerves afterward to 
be a Portion for the Child: For they think 
it moſt unjuſt, that People ſhould have 
Children to be a Burthen to the Publick. 
Labourers and Cottagers Children are 
kept at Home to cultivate the Earth. 
The infirm are ſupported in Hoſpitals: 
For no Beggars are allow'd in the King» 
dom. It may divert the Reader to give 
ſome Account of my Manner of Living in 
this Country. I made my ſelf a Table 
and Chair, out of the largeſt Trees I could 
ret, Two Hundred Sempſtreſſes were em- 
ploy*d in making me a Shirt, Sheets, and 
Table Linnen. They took Meaſure of 
the Length of my Body with a Cord, and 
then of the 'Thickneſs of my right I _ 
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by which Means they computed the Big. 
neſs; of the reſt of my Body. The Three 
Hundred Taylors, who were employ d to 
make me Cloaths, contrived other wiſe; 
they raiſed a Ladder againſt me as 1 was 
kneeling, upon which one of them mount- 
ed, and let fall a Phamb-Line from my 
Collar to the Floor, which anſwered the 
Length of my Coat; but my Waiſt and 
Arms I meaſured my ſelf. When they 
were finiſh'd, which was done at my 
Houſe ; they look'd like Patch- work, only 
they were all of a Colour. Three Hun- 
dred Cooks, who had convenient Huts 
about my Houſe, dreſsd my Victuals, 
and prepared two Diſhes a piece. I took 
up Twenty Waiters on the Table; the 
reſt attended below, to ſling the Diſhes of 
Meat and Liquors I wanted, which the 
others drew up by Cords. 'The Meat was 
ſo ſmall, that a Surloin of Beef ſerved 
only for three Bits, the reſt in Proportion, 
His Imperial Majeſty had the Curioſity 
of ſeeing me dine, attended by his Trea- 
ſurer Flimnap, who look'd at me with a 
ſour Countenance, which I ſeem'd not to 
regard, but eat more than uſual, to fill his 
Majeſty with Admiration. I have Reaſon 
to believe this Viſit from his Majeſty gave 
Flimuap an Opportunity of doing me ill 
; «it Offices. 
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Offices. He had always been my ſecret 
Enemy, though he outwardly careſs'd me, 
and repreſented to the Emperor, the low 
Condition of the Treaſury; the Diſcount 
in circulating Exchequer Bills; the vaſt 
sums 1 had coſt him, for which Reaſons 
he adviſed him to diſmiſs me.

My 
Joy was inexpreſſible, at the Hopes I 
had of ſeeing my native Country, but 
more when 1 perceivd ſhe: had Eugliſh 
Colours. I put my Cous and Sheep into 
my Pockets, and got on Board with my 
ſmall Cargo of Proviſions. It was an 
Engliſs Veſſel returning from Japan by 
the North and South Seas, the Captain 
Mr. Jobn  Riddel, of Deptford, a civil 
Man, and a good Sailor. We were in 
320 South Latitude, and here I met with 
by 5 
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gave me à good Character to the Cap- 
in. ''He 2 kindly, and deſired 
to khow/ Whence I came, and wWhither I 
was bound. I told him in few "Words, 
but he thought me diſtracted, till I pro- 
ducd the ſmall Cattle, which convinc d 
him of my Veracity: I ſhew'd him the 
Money given me by the Emperor of 
Blefuſen, with his Majeſty's Picture: 1 
gave Two Purſes, of Two Hundred Sprugs 
each, and promis d him a Cow, and 
Sheep, big with Young, when we came 
to Exgland. I ſhall not trouble the Rea- 
der with the Particulars of this Voyage, 
which was proſperous for the moſt Part. 
We arriv'd” in the Downs the T3th of 
April, 1102. 1 had only one Misfor- 
tune, that the Rats run away with one 
of my Sheep, which I found in a Hole, 
the Fleſh pick'd from the Bones. The 
reſt of my Cattle IT got ſafe on Shore, 
which fed heartily upon the Graſs in Gree: 
with Bowling-Green. .I could not have 
preſervd them ſo long a Voyage, had 
not the Captain allow'd me ſome. fine 
Bisket, which I mix'd with Water for 
their conſtant Food. I made a conſi- 
derable Profit of them, the ſhort Time 
I ſtay' d in England, by ſhewing them 
ow | i to 
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to Perſons of Quality, and ſold them 
at laſt for Six Hundred Pounds. The 
Breed is much encreas d, . eſpecially the 
Sheep, which, I hope, will prove advan- 
tageous to the Woollen Manufactory, from 
the Fineneſs of the Fleece. I ſtay d but 
Two Months with my Wife and Family, ; 
my inſatiable Defire of ſeeing foreign 
Countries would not ſuffer me to continue 
longer. I left Fifteen Hundred Pounds 
with my Wife, and fix'd her in a Houſe at 
Redriff ; the Remainder I carry'd with 
me, to improve it. I had, beſides this, 
an Eſtate of Thirty Pounds a Year left me 
by my Uncle, and a Leaſe of the Black- 
Bull in Fetter-Lane ; ſo that my Family

„both at School, but I took my Leave of 
tem and my Wife, and went on Board the 
Auenture, a Merchant Man, bound to

3 EIN G condemn'd by Nature 
and Fortune to an active and 
reſtleſs Life, I left my native 
cou ry, and went on Board 
0 he up formerly mention d, on the zoth 
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of June, 102. We had a p -Ous 
Gale, till we arriv'd at the Cape of Good 
Hope, where we landed to take in freſh 
Water, but diſcovering a Lake, and the 
Captain falling fick, we ſtay'd till the End 
of March. We ſet Sail, and had fair 
Weather till we paſt the Streights of NM. 
dacgaſcar. But having got Northward of 
that Iſland, and to about Five Degrees 
South Latitude, the Wind began to Blow i ( 
with greater. Violence, and more Weſterly iſ 
than uſual, and continued fo for Twenty ! 
Days, till we were driven to the Eaſt of d 
the Molucca Iſlands, and about Three De- n 
al

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grees Northward of the Line, as we found 
by Obſervation ; at which Time it was a 
perfect Calm. I was rejoyced till the Cap- 
tain, who was an experienced Man, bid 
us prepare for a Storm, which according-

good Health, but we lay in the utmo

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Diſtreſs for Water. We choſe to hold the 
fame Courſe, rather than turn Northerly, 
which might have brought us into the frozen 
Seas. On the roth Day of June 1703, a 
Boy on the Top- maſt diſcover'd Land. 
On the 17th we came in full View of it; 
on the South Side, whereof was a- ſmall 
Neck of Land, jutting into the Sea, and 
a Creek too ſhallow: for a Ship of above 
One Hundred Tun. We. caſt Anchor, 
and the Captain ſent the Boat, with a 
Dozen' Men armed, to ſeek for Water. I 
defired to go along with them that 1 
might ſte the Country.

| had fatisfy'd my Curioſity, and was re- 
turning towards the Creek, when I per- 
ceived our Men in the Boat rowing for 
Life to the Ship. I was going to hallo 
after them, when I obſerv'd a huge Crea- 
ture walking towards them as faſt as he 
could: He waded not much deeper than 
his Knees, and took vaſt Strides: But our 
Men having the Start of him, and the 
Bottom being rocky, he could not ver- 
take the Boat.

Field there was a Stile to paſs into the 


woas endeavouring to find a Gap in the 
Hedge, when I diſcover'd one of the In- 
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firſt went, and getting upon a ſteep Hill, 
had ſome Profßect of the Country. It 
was well cultivated, : but I was ſurprized 
at the Length of the Graſs for Hay, which 
was above Twenty Foot high. I found 
a high Road, for ſo I thought, though 
it ſerved the Inhabitants for a Foot Path, 
through a Field of Barley. Here I walk- 
ed about, but could ſee nothing for the 
Height of the Corn, it being at leaſt For- 
ty Foot high. I was an Hour walking to 
the End of this Field, which was fenced 
with a Hedge a Hundred and Twenty 
Foot high; the Height of the Trees 1 
could not compute. At the End of this 


next, which I could not climb. It had 
four Steps ſix Foot diſtance each, with a 
Stone at the 'Top, twenty Foot high. 1 


habitants.of the Size with him I had ſeen 
foliow our Boat. He ſeemed as tall as an 
ordinary Church Steeple, and took about 
ten Yards at a Stride. Being in the ut- 
moſt Aſtoniſhment, I ran to hide my ſelf 
among the Corn, where I ſaw him at thc 
Top of the Stile, and looking back, he 
called in a Voice like the Noiſe of 'Thun- 
der: Whereupon ſeven Monſters like bigs 
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ſelf came towards him with reaping Hooks 
in their Hands, each as large as fix 
Scythes. 'Fheſe, by their Cloaths, ſeem'd- 
to be Labonrers to the firſt, - and upon 
ſome Words he ſpoke, they began to reap 
the Corn in the Field where I lay. I kept 
at as great a Diſtance as I could, but was 
forced to move with great Difficulty, the 
Stalks of the Corn growing fo cloſe that 1 
could hardly ſqueeze between. I went on 
forward till I came to a Place where the 
Corn was ſo interwoven with the Rain 
and Wind, that I could go no farther ; 
at the ſame Time the Reapers were with- 
in a Hundred Yards of me. Being diſpi- 
rited with 'Toil, and overcome with Grief 
and Deſpair, I lay down between two 
Ridges, and heartily wiſh'd I might end 
my Days there. I bemoan'd my deſolate 
Widow, and fatherleſs Children, and la- 
mented my Folly in attempting another 
Voyage. In this Dilemma I reflected on 
Lilliput, whoſe Inhabitants look'd on me 
as the greateſt Prodigy in the World, 


where I was able to draw an Imperial 
Fleet in my Hand, with other Actions 
which will be recorded for ever in that 
Empire, and hardly believed by Poſterity, 
though atteſted by Millions. What Mor- 
tification muſt it be to appear to them now

as inconſiderable as a Lilliputian among us? 
This was not the greateſt of my Misfor- 
tune, for as Human Creatures are ob- 
ſerved to be cruel in Proportion to their 
Bulk, I expected to be a Mouthful to the 
firſt who ſhould lay hold on me. Philoſo- 
phers rightly obſerve, That nothing is 


perhaps the Lilliputians might find a Peo- 
ple as diminutive to them as they were 
to me, and this huge Rae of Mortals 
even be over-match'd in ſome unknown 
Part of the World. Amazed and con- 
founded. as I lay, I could not forbear theſe 
Reflections: But one of the Reapers be- 
ing within ten Yards of me, I apprehend- 
that I ſhould be cruſh'd to Death by 
ine next Step, or cut in two with his 
Reaping-Heok : Therefore, when J per- 
cCeiv'd him going to move, I cry d out as 
loud as Fear could make me, whereupon 
he trod ſhort, and looking round him, 
at laſt eſpied me on the Ground. He 
pauſed a while like one who endea- 
vours to take hold of a ſmall dangerous 
Animal in ſuch manner that it cannot 
bite him. At length he ventur'd to take 
me*up- behind, by the Middle, between 
his. Fore-finger and 'Thumb, and brought

She appear d three times bigger 
than an Ox, with a Countenance ſo fierce, 
that it altogether diſcompoſed me, though 
ſhe was Eifty Foot from me: But it hap- 
pened there was no Danger, for when my 
Maſter placed me very near her, ſhe took 
no Notice of me, and I walked without 
Fear five or ſix times before the Head of 
the Cat, and came within half a Vard of 
her, whereupon ſhe drew back, as if ſne 
was moſt afraid of me.

\oonies that I did not appear, or anſwer 
hen ſhe calld, She reprimanded the 
ardener on account of his Dog ; but the 
hing was huſh'd,and never known at Court, 
for the Girl was afraid of the Queen's 
Inger, and it was not for my Reputation 
that ſuch a Story ſhould go about. 'This 
lecident abſolutely determined my Nurſe 
ever to truſt me out of her Sight for the 
future. I had been long afraid of this Re- 
lution, and therefore conceal'd ſeveral 
mlucky Accidents, which happen'd to me 
hen I was alone. I cannot tell whether 

vas moſt pleaſed or mortify'd, to ob-

. thence upon the Leads to the Roof of the 
Houſe; I heard my Nurſe ſhriek, and 
that Quarter of the Palace was all in a 
Uproar. The Monkey was ſeen by Hun 
dreds of People holding me like 1 * 
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fant, and cramming Victuals into my 
Mouth, which he fqueezed out of his 
Pouch, at which- ridiculous Sight every: 

Body laughed but my ſelf. Some threw 

Stones to drive him down, but this was 

forbidden, or elſe, very probably, my 

Brains had been daſhd out. By this

That the Ex- 
tent of Reaſon was not proportion'd to that 
of the Body ; and that in our Country 
we obſer v d it to be contrary. That among 
other Animals, Bees and Ants are allowed 
to have more Induſtry and Sagacity 
than larger Animals; and that as inconſi- 
derable as he took me to be, I hoped to 
live to be of ſignal Service to his Majeſty. 
The King heard me with Attention, and 
began to conceive a better Opinion of me, 
than he had before, and deſired I would 
give him as exact an Account of the Go- 
vernment of England as I poſſibly could. 
Imagine then, Courteous Reader, how of- 
ten I wiſh'd for the Tongue of Demoſthe-- 
nes or Cicero, to utter the Praiſe of my 
own dear Country, in a Style ſuitable to- 
its Merits and Felicity. I & an my Diſ- 
courſe, by informing his Majeſty, that our 
Dominions conſiſted of two Iſlands, which 
compoſed three mighty Kingdoms, under 
one Sovereign, beſides our Plantations in 
America, and dwelt long upon the Fertili- 
ty of the Soil, and Temperature of 
the Climate. I then ſpoke of the Conſti- 
tution of the Parliament, partly compoſed

ducation, to qualify them to be Members 
of the higheſt Court of Judicature, and 
Champions, for the Defence of their Prince 
and Country. That theſe were the Orna- 
ments and Bulwark of the Kingdom, vor- 
thy Followers of their renowned Ance- 
ſtors, whoſe Honour had been the Re- 
ward of their Virtues, from which their 
5 were never known to degenerate. 
'To theſe were joined ſeveral holy Perſons, 
choſe among thoſe of the Prieſthood, who 
are diſtinguiſh'd by the Sanctity of their 
Lives, and profound Erudition, whoſe 
' Buſineſs is to take Care of Religion, and 
be the ſpiritual Fathers of Clergy and Peo- 
ple. 'That the other Part of the Parlia- 
ment conſiſted of an Aſſembly, called, The 
Houſe of Commons, who were all princi- 
pal Gentlemen, freely elected, by the Peo- 
ple themſelves, for their great Abilities 
and Love of their Country, to repreſent 
the Wiſdom of the whole Nation.

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dred Times more by cutting their Throats. 
He laughed at my calculating the Number 
of People, by a Computation drawn from 
the different Sets in Religion and Poli- 
ticks, and ſaid, he knew no Reaſons why 
thoſe, who entertain'd Opinions contrary 
to the Intereſt of the Publick, ſhould be. 
obliged to change, or ſhould not be oblig- 
ed to conceal them, and as it was 'Tyran- 
ny to require the Firſt, ſo it was Weak- 
neſs not to inforce the Latter, leſt they 
ſhould ſpread - thoſe Poiſons under the 
Name of Cordials. He obſerved that 
Gaming was a Diverſion among the No- 
bility, . and deſired to know at what Age 
they began it, and whether it ever affect- 
ed their Fortunes? And whether mean 
vicious People did not, by their Dexteri- 
ty, fleece the Nobility, and force them, 
by the Loſſes they have ſuſtained, to pra- 
ctiſe the ſame infamous Arts upon others? 
He was amazed at the Hiſtory I had gi- 
ven him of our laſt Century, and faid it 
was only a Heap of Conſpiracies, Rebel- 
lons, Murders, Maſſacres, Revolutions, 
and Baniſhments ; the very worſt Effects, 
the worſt Vices could produce.

Light. This muſt be ſaid in favour of 
that Prince, that, as he lived ſecluded 
from the reſt of the World, he could 
not be acquainted with the Manners and 
Cuſtoms of other Nations ; and it would 


be hard, indeed, if ſo remote a Prince's 


Notion ſhould be offered as a Standard 
for all Mankind. To confirm the miſera- 
ble Effects of a confin'd Education, I ſhall 
here inſert a Paſſage which will hardly 
obtain Belief. In Hopes of ingratiating 
my ſelf with his Majeſty, I told him of 
an Invention to make a certain Powder, 
one Grain of which, being ſet -on Fire, 
would kindle the Whole, though as big 
as a Mountain, and make it fly up into 
the Air, with a Noiſe like Thunder.

In a little 
time the Noiſe and Flutter of Wings en- 
creaſed, and I found my ſelf toſſed up 
and down, till on a ſudden I fell per- 
pendicularly down for the Space of a Mi- 
nute, with that incredible Velocity, that 
I almoſt loſt my Breath. My Fall was 
ſtopp'd by a terrible Squaſh, which ſound- 
ed louder to me than the Cataract of 
Niagara ; after which, I was in the Dark 
for another Minute, and then could ſee 
Light through the 'Tops of my Windows. 
I perceived now that I was fallen into 
the Sea, and that my Box floated Five 
Foot deep in Water. The Plates of 
Iron, faſtened to the Bottom of it, pre- 
ſerved it from breaking on the Surface 
of the Water. Every Joint was well 
grooved, and the Door moving up ,and 
down, like a Saſh, was ſo tight, that 
very little Water came in. I got out 
of my Hammock with much Difficulty, 
having firſt opened the Hole at the Top 
of my Box to let in Air, for want of 
which 1 found my ſelf almoſt ſtifled. 
Although, in the midſt of theſe Misfor- 
tunes, I could not forbear reflecting on 
the Condition of my poor Glumdalclitch, 


whoſe 


D x ne. 
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whoſe Ruin muſt conſequently happen 


from this Accident. Many Travellers 


have not been in greater Diſtreſs than T 
was at this Time, under Apprehenſions of 
ſeeing my Box daſh'd to Pieces, or over- 
ſet; even the Breach of one ſingle Pane 
of Glaſs would have been immediate 
Death ; nor could any thing have pre- 


ſeryd my Windows but the Iron Wire, 


which was placed on the Outſide to pre- 
vent Accidents in 'Travelling. I was four 
Hours, thus expecting every Moment 
would be my laſt. "The 

former Deſcription of this Box, may re- 
member there were two ſtrong Staples 
fixed to the Side which had no Window, 
into which a Servant put a Leathern 
Belt, and buckled it about his Waiſt 
Wacn he carried ine on Horſeback ; I 
heard a Noiſe on that Side, and began to 
fancy my Box pulled, or towed, along in 
the Sea : 'This gave me ſome faint Hopes, 
and I ventur'd to unſcrew one of my 
Chairs, which was faſtened to the 
Floor, by which means I got up to the 
Hole at the Top, and called out for Help 
in every Language I underſtood ; and 
faſtening my Handkerchief to a Stick, I 
thruſt it through the Hole, and waved 
it in the Air, that if any Ship or Boat 
| | H WE + Was 
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was near, they might come to my Relief. 
I found no Effect from hat I had done, 
but, in about the Space of an Hour, that 
Part of the Box where the Staples were 
fix d, {truck againſt ſomething that was 
hard, which I apprehended to be a Rock: 
At Length I heard a Noiſe, at the Top 
of my Cloſet, like the grating of a Cable 
_ paſſing through the Ring, and found my 


| {elf hoiſted up, whereupon I thruſt up 


my Stick and Handkerchief, calling for 
Help, till I was almoſt hoarſe ; in Return 
to which I heard a great Shout, which 
gave me inexpreſſible Joy. I now heard 
a . trampling over my Head, and ſome- 
bedy calling, through the Hole, -in the 
Engliſh Tongue; If there be any Bud 
below, ket them ſpeak, I anſwered, 1 
was an Englibman, drawn by ill Fortufe 
into the greateſt Calamity ever Mortal 
_ underwent, and defired to be deliver'd 
cut of the Dungeon I was in. The Voice 
lcplied, 1 was ſafe, and that the Car- 
penter ſhould ſaw a Hole in the Cover 
large enough to take me out. I, not 
thinking 1 had got among People of my 
own Stature and Strength, anſwer'd, That 
one of them might put his Finger in the 
Ring, and take the Box out of the Sea, 
and o imo the Captain's Cabbin, | Som: 
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of them hearing me talk ſo wildly, thought 
1 was mad, and others laughed. The 
Carpenter ſoon came and made a Hoſe,. 
through which Lwas taken into the Ship, 
in a very weak Condition. The Sailors 
amaz'd, ask'd me a Thouſand Queſtions, 
and I was equally confounded at the Sight 
of ſo many Pigmies, for ſo they appear d 
to me after the monſtrous Objects I had 
ſo lately ſeen : But the Captain, Mr. Tho- 
mas Wilcox, an honeſt Shropſhire-Man,, 

obſerving I was ready to faint, took me 
into his Cloſet, and gave me a Cordial to 
comfort me, and adviſed me to take a 
little Reſt upon it. Before I went to ſleep, 
I told him the Furniture of my Box was 
too good to be loſt, and if he would let 
He of the Crew bring it into his Cabbin,

I would ſhew him the Gos.  'FneCaps- 
tain thought I was raving by my. Diſ- 
courſe ; however, to pacify me, he pro- 
misd it ſhould be done, and, going upon 
Deck, order'd ſome of the Men to go- 
down into my Cloſet, which they ſtript, 
but not without Damage to the Bedſted, 
Chairs, and Cabinet, which were ſcrew'd 
to the Floor, and let the Hulk ſink into» 
the Sea. I am glad I was not a Spectator” 
of the Havock they made, being confi-

dent it would have brought ſome Paſſages 
to my Mind, which I was willing to for- . 
ger. I ſlept ſome Hours, and found my i 
lelf much refreſhed when I'awaked. The er 
Captain thinking I had faſted too long, Il ol 
order d Supper, and entertain d me very Nat 
Eindly. When we were alone, he de- to 
fir d a Relation of my Travels, and by I 
what Accident I came adrift in that mon- ¶ b. 
ſtrous wooden Cheſt. He ſaid, when he Nes 
firſt ſpied it, he thought it a Sail, which NC 
he had a Mind to make, in hopes of buy- b. 
ing ſome -Biſcuit, his own beginning to WC 
fall ſhort : That coming nearer, he found le. 
His Error, and order'd his Long-boat out WE hi 
to diſcover. what I was, and his Men th 
came back in a Fright, ſwearing they had MH 
ſeen a ſwimming Houſe. He laughed at WH 

them. and wenr n a * cy 


de Boat himſelf, vi 

ordering his Men to take ſome Cables I 
with them. That rowing round me he WW" 
diſcover d the two Staples, and order'd MW # 

| his Men to faſten a Cable to one of tt 
them, and tow my Cheſt (as he called it) W 
to the Ship. When it was there, he or- fo 
der'd them to raiſe it up with Pullies, W © 
which all the Sailors were not able to do MW 2 
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's He ſaid they ſaw my Stick and Hand- 
- WO kerchief, + and concluded ſome unhappy 
y MW Man muſt be ſhut up in that Cavity. I 
enquired,” whether any of his Crew had 
obſerved any prodigious Birds in the Air, 
about the Time they diſcovered me? He 
told me, one of his Men ſaid he had ſeen 

Three Eagles, flying towards the North, 
but were ſo high, that they did not ſeem 
extraordinary large. I then asked the 
Captain, How far he reckoned we might 
be from Land? He ſaid, by the beſt 
Computation he could make, we were, at 
leaſt, a Hundred Leagues. I aſſured 
him, he was miſtaken, for I had not left 
the Country I came from above 'Two 
Hours, before 1 dropp'd into the Sea. 
He again thought me diſtracted, and ad- 


Rr 
viſed me to go to reſt. I auureu zum, 
I was as much in my Senſes, as ever I was 
in my Life; upon which, he ſeriouſly 
asked me, Whether my being expoſed in 
that Cheſt, was not deſigned as a Puniſh- 
ment for ſome Crime I had committed? 
for although he ſhould be ſorry to have 
taken ſuch a Man into his Ship, he pro- 
miſed to ſet me ſafe on Shore at the firſt 
Port. He added, his Suſpicions were in- 
creaſed by my abſurd Speeches to the 
Sailors, as well as by my Looks and Be- 

SES haviour 
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haviour at Supper. 1 begg'd. his Patience 
to hear my Story, which I related faith- 
fully, from the Moment I left England, to 
his firſt diſcovering me; and as Truth 
1 ſoon prevails on rational Minds, he was 
ſoon convinc'd of my Candour and Ve- 
racity; but to confirm what I faid, I 
opened my Cabinet, and ſhew'd him ſome 
Rarities 1 had collected in the Country 
from whence I came. There was the 
Comb, which I had made of the Stumps 
of the King's Beard, and another of the 
fame Materials, but fixed into the Parings 
of her Majeſty's 'Thumb-Nail, which ferv- 
ed for the Back. A Collection of Pins 
and Needles, from a Foot-to half a Yard 
long; Four Waſps Stings, like Joyners 


Tacks; ſome Combinss of the Oucens 


Hair; a Gold Ring, which the Oueen 
took off her little Finger, and put it over 
my Head, like a Collar. I offer'd to 
make him a Preſent of the Ring, but he 
abſolutely refuſed it. I ſhew'd him 1 

Corn I cut from a Maid of Honour's Toe, 
as big as a Kentiſh Pippin, which I after- 
wards made into a Cup, and ſet in Silver. 
1 could perſuade him to accept of nothing 
among my Curioſities, but a Footman 
Tooth, which he received with abundance 
of Thanks. It was drawn by an r 
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ful Surgeon from one of my Nurſe's Foot- 
men, but was as ſound as any in his Head. 
This 1 kept as a Rarity,” it being about a 
Foot long, and Four Inches in diameter. 
The Captain was very well ſatisfied with 
this plain Relation, and ſaid, he hop'd I 
would oblige the World with it, by mak- 
ing it Publick. I anſwered him, That 1 
thought there was too great a Number of 
Books on Travels; that nothing paſſed 
but what was extraordinary, wherein I 
doubted, ſome Authors leſs ' conſulted 
Truth, than the Intereſt or Diverſion of 
ignorant Readers. That my Hiſtory 
could contain nothing more than common 
Events, except the ſtrange Products of 
the Country, and Cuſtoms of the People, 
with which moſt Writers abound. How- 

u ever, I thanked him for his good Opinion, 
rand promiſed to think of his Propoſal. 

0 Obſerving that I ſpoke very loud, he ask-

ed me, Whether the King and Queen of 

that Country were thick of Hearing ? I 
cold him, The Height of the People, a- 
mong whom 1 had been for above Two 
Lears paſt, accaſion'd my ſpeaking fo 
loud; and that I admired as much at the 
Voices of him and his Men, who ſeemed 
do me only to whiſper, and yet I could 
| hear them well enough. I told him, *

1 likewiſe obſery'd, when I firſt entered 

the Ship, his Sailors appeared to me thei 
molt minute, contemptible Creatures, 1 
had ever beheld ; for. indeed, while ] 
was in that Prince's Country, I could not 
endure” to look in a Glaſs, becauſe the 
Compariſon between the Inhabitants and 
my ſelf, gave me a deſpicable Conceit of 
my Stature. The Captain ſaid, he ob. 
ſerv'd, that while we were at Supper, ! 
ſeem d amazed at every thing, and could 
hardly forbear Laughter, which he knew 
not well how to take, but imputed it to 
ſome Diſorder in my Brain. I anſwered 
it was very true, and that well I might, 
when his Diſhes ſeemed to me of the Size 


. of a Silver Three-pence, a Leg of Pork, 


but a Mouthful, and a Cup not ſo big 

- 354 Nut-mell; and ſo 1 went on deſcrib- 
ing the reſt of his Houſhold-Stuff, and 
Proviſions after the ſame Manner, For 

although the Queen had furniſhed me 
with a little Equipage of all Things ne- 
ceſſary, my Ideas were wholly employ d 
in what I ſaw about me, and I winked 
at my own Littleneſs, as People do at their 
ownFaults. The Captain underſtanding. my 
Raillery, reply'd, with the old Engliſi Pro- 
verb, That he doubted my Eyes were big- 
ger than my Belly; for he did not obſerve 


wy 
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ny Stomach extraordinary, though 1 had 
ted all Day. And continuing his Mirth, 
ow'd, he would have given an Hundred 
ounds to have ſeen my Cloſet in the 
agles Beak, and its Fall into the Sea, 
hich would have been an Object worthy 
f having the Deſcription of it tranſmit- 
d to Poſterity: And the Compariſon of 
baeton was fo obvious, that he could not 
rbear applying it, although I did not 
uch admire the Conceir. The Captain 
aving been at Tonguin, was, in his Return 
lome, driven North-Eaſtward to the 
attitude of 44, and of Longitude 143. 
ut meeting a Trade-wind, we ſailed South- 
ard a long Time, and coaſting New Hol- 
d, kept our Courſe Weſt-South-Weſt, 
d then South-South-Wefſt, till we doubled 
e Cape of Good Hope. We had a pro- 
erous Voyage, but I ſhall not trouble 
e Reader with a Journal of it. The 
aptain called in at one or two Ports, and 
o in Proviſions and freſh Water. But 
never left the Ship, till we arriv'd in the 
ns, which was on the zd of June, 
fob. being Nine Months after my Eſ- 
pe. I offered to leave my Goods in Se- 
rity for Payment of my Freight; but 
refuſed to take any thing. We took 
d Leave of each other, and 1 _

him, promiſe he would come to ſee me at 
my Houſe.

ler I met, had like to have had my. Head 
broke, for calling aloud to them to ſtand 
out of the way. When I came to my 
own Houſe, one of the Servants opening 
the Door, I ſtooped to go in (like a Gooſe 
under a Gate) for fear of ſtriking my 
Head. My Wife ran out to embrace me, 
but I ſtoop'd lower than her Knees, think- 
ing ſhe could not otherwiſe reach my 
Mouth. My Daughter kneeled to ak 
Bleſſing, but I could not ſee her till ſhe 
roſe, having been uſed to Objects above 
Sxity Foot high, and look'd down upon 
every Body in the Houle, as if they had 
been Pigmies, and 1 a Giant. 1 told my 
Wife ſhe had been too thrifty, for I found 
ſhe had ſtaryed herſelf — her Daugb- 
ter. In ſhort, I behav'd my ſelf in ſuch 
a Manner, that they concluded I had lol 
my Senſes. This I mention as an Inſtance 
ot the great Power of Habit and Preju- 
dice. In a little Time my Family and [

Had not been long at home 
1 before Captain Robinſon, Com- 
A BY mander of the Hopewell, a 
SEE Ship of three hundred Ton, 
PW c:me to make me a Viſit. 
e complimented me on my Arrival, ask- 

ing 
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ing, whether I was reſolved to ſettle for 
Life? Adding, that he intended a Voyage 
to the Eaſt Indies in two Months. He in. 
vited me at laſt, not without ſome A polo- 
gy, to be Surgeon to his Ship, with un. 
common Advantages; that, knowing my 
Experience in Sea Affairs, he would fol. 
low my Advice, as if I had a Share in the 
Command. I was ſo thoroughly acquaint 
ed with the Honeſty of the Man, that! 
could not reject his Propoſals. Nothing 
was wanting but my Wife's Conſent 
which I obtained by the Proſpect of the Ad 
Vantage it might be to her Children. Wi 
failed the 5th Day of Auguſt 1706, and v. 
arriv'd at Fort St. George the 11th of an 
pril 1707, and refreſh'd our Crew, man 
of whom were ſick.

they ſearched the Sloop. There was a» 
mong them a Dutchman, of ſome Autho- 
rity, though not the Commander of the 
Ship, who, knowing us to be Engliſhmen, 
ſwore we ſhould be tied Back to Back, and 
caſt overboard. I anſwered him in Durch, 
which J ſpoke pretty well, telling him 
who we were, and begging him, that as 
we were of the ſame Religion, Neighbours, 
and in ftrift Alliance, he would prevail on 
the Captains to treat us with Compaſ- 
ſion : But this only inflamed his Rage, 
for he ſpoke with Indignation in the Ja- 
paveſe Language, often uſing the Word 
Criſtianos.

ter ſailing almoſt round it, a ſmall Creek 
co land in, and obſerved the Iſland to be 
an rocky, only that here and there were 
Tufts of Graſs and Sweet-Herbs. Ha- 
MW ving refreſh'd my ſelf, I ſecur'd the Re- 
\W mainder of my Proviſions in a Cave, and 
| MW cathered many Eggs, with ſome Sea-Weed 
tand parched Graſs, to roaſt them the next 
Day, for I was furniſhed with a Flint, 
Steel, Match, and Burning-Glaſs, to kin- 
dle a Fire. I ſpent the Night in a Cave, 
and made my Bed with Graſs and Sea- 
Weed, but ſlept very little; for though 


e l was weary, the Diſquiets of my Mind 
mW kept me awake. I reflected on the mi- 
o-Jſerable Condition I was in; and think 
ſt, ir deſperate, I had not the Heart to riſe 


before the Day was far advanced. Walk- 


clear, and the Sun ſo hot that I was obli- 
ved to turn my Back to it, I obſerved it 
became obſcured, though, methought, in 
avery odd and extraordinary Manner. I 
perceived a vaſt dark Body between me 
and the Sun, that moved towards the 
land, which appear'd to be two Miles 
high, and. obſcured” the Sun ſeveral Mi- 
ay | KY: TUBS; nutes;

Diſpoſition towards News and Politics, 
always enquiring into publick Affairs, I 
chiefly admired. The fame Diſpoſition 1 


abſorb'd; that the Face of the Sun muſt, 
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one and thirty Vears hence, will in all 
Probability deſtroy us; for if, in its Pe- 
rihelion, it ſhould approach within a 
certain Degree of the Sun (as according 
to their Calculations they find Reaſon to 
dread) its Heat will become ten thouſand 
Times greater than that of red-hot glow- 
ing Iron; and, in its Aphelion, carry a 
blazing Tail ten hundred Thouſand and 
fourteen Miles in Length; ſo that if the 
Earth | ſhould paſs. within one hundred 
. thouſand Miles of the Nucleus, or main 
Body of the Comet, it muſt, of courſe, 
be ſet on Fire, and reduced to Aſhes ; 
that the Sun daily waſting its Rays, with- 
out any. Nouriſhment to ſupply them, 
will, in Time, be wholly conſumed and 
annihilated; upon which muſt follow the 
Deſtruction of this Earth, and of all the 
other Planets that borrow their Light 
from the Sun. Such Apprehenſions, as 
theſe, do ſo perpetually alarm them, 
that they can neither ſleep with Comfort, 
nor have a Taſte for the common Plea- 
ſures of Life. Upon their meeting an 
Acquaintance in the Morning, they, in 
the firſt Place, enquire concerning the 
Sun's Health and Aſpect, and whether 
there be any Hopes of avoiding the fa- 
tal Influence of the approaching .

The flying or floating Iſland is exadtly 
circular, and, being 7837 Vards in Dia- 
meter, or about four Miles and a hal!, 
contains ten thouſand Acres. It is three 
hundred Vards in Thickneſs; and the un- 
der Sur face, which is viewed from be- 
low, is an even regular adamantine Plate, 
about two hundred Vards high, over 
which lie the ſeveral Minerals in their 
uſual Order, and, above all, is a rich 
«Mould ten or twelve Feet deep. T -

Declivity of the upper Surface is the 
ratural Cauſe why all the Dews and Rains 
that fall on the Iſland, are conveyed in 
ſmall Rivulets to the Middle, where they 
are emptied into four large Baſons, each 
of which is about half a Mile in Circuit, 
and two hundred Yards from the Cen- 
ter. The perpetual Exhalations of the 
Sun in the Day-time, effectually hindec 
the Overflowing of the Water in thoſe 
Baſons; and beſides, the Prince can, at 
any Time, by raiſing the Iſland above the 
Region of Clouds and Vapours, prevent 
the falling of Dews and Rains, for the 
higheſt Clouds cannot aſcend higher than 
two Miles, according to the Naturaliſts, 
and, at leaſt, never were known to riſe 
above that Heighth in Laputa.

perſon among them. Though he had

- Theſe odd Sights, both in Town 
and Country, fill'd me with Admiration 
and I made bold to defire my Con- 
ductor, that he would explain to ms the 
Meaning of ſo many buſy Heads, Hands, 
and Faces, becauſe I did not find that 
they produced any good Effects; but, 
on the other Hand, I never ſaw a Soi 
ſo wretchedly . cultivated, Houſes ſo ill 
contrived and ruinous, or any Peoples, 
whoſe Looks and Habit expreſſed ſo 
much Want and Miſery.

out an Academy. In theſe Colleges the 
Profeſſors invent new Rules 5 Methods 


of Agriculture and Building, as alſo new 
Tools for all Trades and ufactures, 
whereby one Man ſhall do the Work 
of Ten, and a Palace may be fo built in 
2 Week's Time, as to laſt for ever, with- 
out repairing. They undertake likewiſe, 
to contrive a Method, by which the 
Fruits of the Earth ſhall ripen, when we 


pleaſe, and produce an hundred Fold 


more than it does at preſent, with num- 


berleſs other great Propoſals, tho? none 


of thoſe Projects are yet brought to Ma- 
turity, and the Country all the while 
lies waſte, the Houſes are ruinous, and 
the Inhabitants ſtarving and in Rags. 
Theſe Things, inſtead of being Diſcou- 
ragements to them, make them fifty Times 
more eager in the Purſuit of their 
Schemes, Hope and Deſpair equally urg- 
ing them. My Lord further told me, 
that, för his own Part, being not of a 
projecting Spirit, he was content to tread 
in the Steps of his Anceſtors, live as they 
did, and act like them in every Particular; 
that a few others among the Quality and 
Gentry had done the ſame, but were de- 
ſpiſed and hated, as Enemies to Art, ig- 
norant and regagdleſs of their Country, 
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0 and, tho he had employ'd an hundred

his Lordſhip, not caring to go with me 
to the Academy himſelf, where he was 
deſpis'd and hated, prevail'd upon a Friend

which was far from being falſe, for in 
my Youth I my ſelf had been a kind of

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HI 8 Academy is a Continuation 
of ſeveral Houſes on both Sides 
of the Street, which, becoming 
waſte, were purchaſed and a pplied to that 
Uſe. The Warden — me kindly, 
and I went for many Days to the Aca- 
demy. There is not a ſingle Room without 
one or more Projectors, tho? I believe there 
are at leaſt five hundred Rooms. The firſt 
Projector I ſaw had a meagre Aſpett, ſooty 
Hands and Face, with his Hair and Beard 
long, ragged, and fing'd in many Places; 
and his Cloths, Shirt, and Skin were al 
of a Colour. He had been eight Years 
labouring to extract — Ns out of 
Cucumbers, which were to be kept in 


Vials hermetically f ed, towarm the Air 
ig 
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in inclement Seaſons. He aſſured me, that, - 
in Light Tears more, be ſhould be able 
to ſupply the Governor's Gardens with 
Sun-ſhine at a reaſonable Rate; but in 

the mean time he complained, that his 

Stock was near exhauſted, and intreated 

me to give him ſomething, as an Encou- 

ragement to Ingenuity, and the rather, 
becauſe Cucumbers had been very dear 
this Seaſon. I made him a ſmall Preſent, 
his Lordſhip having furniſhed me with 
Money on Purpoſe, becauſe he knew that 
they beg from all that go to ſee them. 
Paſſing into another Chamber, I could 
hardly forbear running back, being al- 
moſt overcome with an horrible Stink; 


put my Ouidé forced me forward, a 
conjured me in a Whiſper not to give 
them the leaſt Offence, which they would 
highly reſent, ſo that I durſt not fo 
much as ſtop my Noſe: This Cell 
belong'd to the moſt ancient Student of 
the Academy, whoſe Face and Beard 
were of a pale Vellow, his Hands and 
Cloths being dawb'd over with Filth. 
When 1 was preſented to him, he em- 
braced me very cloſely ; (which Compli- 
ment 'I could have very well ſpared. ) 
This Projector, has been employed, ever 


lince his Admiſſion into the Academy, 
about 
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about an Experiment to reduce human 
Ordure to its original Food, by Teparating 
its ſeveral Parts, taking off the Tincture 
it receives from the Gal), cauſing the 
Odour to exhale, and Scumming of the 
Saliva; and he is allowed every Week by 
the Society a Veſſel of human Ordure, az 
big as a Briſtol Barrel. 
Another I ſaw at work, to calcine Ice 
into Gunpowder, who ſhew'd me a Trez- 
tiſe he had compos'd on the Malleability of 
Fire, which he defign'd to publiſh. There 
Was a very ingenious Architect, who had 
projected a new Method of building Hou- 
tes, by beginning at the Roof and ending 
at the Foundation, -wherein, he told me, 
he followed the prudent Examples of 
the Bee and the Spider. There was like- 
wiſe a Projector born blind, who had ſe- 
veral Apprentices in the ſame Condition: 
Their Buſineſs was to mix Colours for 
Painters, which they were taught by their 
Maſter to diſtinguiſh by the Senſes of 
Feeling and Smelling. 1 found them at 
this Time not very expert in their Lel- 
ions, and their Profeſſor himſelf was ge- 
nerally miſtaken ; but, this Artiſt is, not- 
withſtanding, encouraged and reſpetted 
by the whole Society. I was extreamly 
pleas'd with a Man in another Apart- 
. pet ment, 
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ment, who had invented a Device, of 
ploughing Land with Hogs, to ſave the 
Expence of Plows, Cattle, and Labour. 
If you would uſe his Method, in an 
Acre of Ground bury, at fix Inches Diſ- 
tance, and eight in Depth, a Quantity of 
Acorns, Dates, Cheſnuts, and other 
Things of which Hogs are fondeſt; then 
drive fix Hundred or more of theſe Ani- 
mals into the Field, and in a little Time 
they will root up the Land, and make 
it fit for ſowing, manuring it alſo with 


their Dung. It is certain, upon Trial, 


they found the Charge and Trouble very 
conſiderable, and the Crop very ſmall ; yet 
it is not queſtion'd but this Invention may 
admit of great Improvements. I obſerv'd, 
in another Room, all the Walls and Ciel- 
ing hung round with Cobwebs, except a 
narrow Paſſage left for the Artiſt to go 
in and out at: No ſooner had I enter'd, 
than he loudly call'd to me, not to diſor- 


der his Webs. He was concern'd that 


the World had ſo long given Way to a 
atal Error, in uſing Silk-worms, when 
we abound fo much in Spiders, which in- 
finitely excel them, becauſe they know 
how to weave as well as ſpin. He pro- 
pos'd further, that, by employing thoſe 
domeſtick Animals, the Charge of 2 
"oa | ilks 


44 AVoracrs 
Silks would be, wholly ſaved, which he 
made evident to me, by ſhewing us a 
_ vaſt Variety of Flies moſt beautifully co- 
_ lour'd, with which he fed his Spiders, 
affurmg us that the Webs would derive 
a Tincture from them; and, as he was 
furniſh'd with Flies of all Colours, he 
hop'd to pleaſe every one's Fancy, as ſoon 
as he ſhould diſcover proper Food for 
them of certain Gums, Oils, and other 
glutinous Matter, to give a Strength and 
Conſiſtence to the Threads. I faw an 
Aſtronomer, who propos'd to fix a Sun- 
Dial upon the Weather-cock on the 
Town-houſe, by adjuſting the annual and 
diurnal Motions of the Earth and Sun to 
the accidental Turnings of the Wind. 
Upon my complaining of a Fit of the 
Cholick, I was led into the Room of a 
Phyſician, who was famous for curing this 
Diſtemper by contrary Operations from 
the ſame Inſtrument. He was furniſh'd 
with a large Pair of Bellows, that: had 
a long, flender, ivory Muzzle, which he 
convey'd eight Inches up the Anus; and, 
drawing in the Wind, he ſaid he could 
render the Guts as lank as a dried Blad- 
der. But if the Diſeaſe was more obſtinate 
and violent, he put in the Muzzle, while | 
the Bellows were full of Wind, which e 
10 il 
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diſcharged into the Patient's Body, and 
then withdrew the Inſtrument to replenith 
it, clapping his Thumb ſtrongly againſt 
the Orifice of the Fundament; and this 
Operation being three or four times re- 
peated, the adventitious Wind, ruſhin 
out, would bring the noxious along with 
it (like Water put into a Pump) and ſo 
cure the Patient. Having ſeen him t 
both theſe Experiment on a Dog, I did 
not. obſerve any Effect from the former. 
After the latter, the Animal was ready 
to burſt, making a violent Diſcharge that 
was very offenſive to us. The Dog died 
on the Spot, and we left the Doctor at- 
tempting to recover him by the ſame O- 
peration. We viſited many other Apart- 
ments, but, being ſtudious of Brevity, 1 
ſhall not enter into. an Account of all the 
Curioſities I obſerv'd in them. 

As yet J had only ſeen one Side of the 
Academy, the other belonging to the Im- 
provers of ſpeculative Learning, whom I 
ſhall deſcribe, as ſoon as 1 have taken No- 
tice of an illuſtrious Perſon, who is call'd 
among them, The univerſal Artiſt. He told 
us, he had been for thirty Years employ- 
ing his Mind, for the Benefit of Mankind. 
He had as many Curioſities as fill'd two 
large Rooms, and fifty Men at Work. - 


Some 


Some were condenſing Air into a dry tan- 


gible Subſtance, by extracting the Nitre, 
and percolating the aqueous or fluid Par- 
ticles; others ſoftening Marble for Pil- 
lows and Pincuſhions; whilſt others were 
petrify ing the Hoofs of a living Horſe, to 
keep them from foundering. The Artiſt 
himſelf was now very intent upon two 
important Deſigns; the one to ſow Land 
with Chaff, which, in his Opinion, con- 
tain'd the true ſeminal Virtue, as he de- 
monſtrated by ſeveral Experiments, which 
were above my Comprehenſion. The o- 
ther was, by a Compoſition of certain 
Gums, Minerals, and Vegetables, to hin- 
der the Growth of Wooll upon two young 
Lambs; and he hop'd, in Time, to pro- 
pagate the Breed of naked Sheep over 
all Parts of the Kingdom. Having croſs'd 
a Walk to the other Side of the Academy, 
where the Projectors of ſpeculative Learn- 
ing reſide ; the firſt I ſaw was a Profeſ- 
for in a very. large Room, with forty Pu- 


pils about him. After Salutation, he ob- 


ſerv'd me to take particular Notice of a 
Frame, which almoſt fill'd the Room, and 
told me that I might, perhaps, wonder at 
his Project for improving ſpeculative 
Knowledge by practical and mechanical 
Operations ; but that the World would 


/ 
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ſon be comvinc'd of its Uſefulneſs; 
and he was ſo vain as to fancy, that a 
ſublimer Thought was never conceiy'd by 
any other Man. The Difficulty of attain- 
ing to Arts and Sciences, by the common 
Method, he ſaid, was notorious to all; 
whereas, by his Contrivance, the moſt ig- 
norant, at a moderate Charge, and with 
a little bodily Labour, may write in Phi- 
loſophy, Poetry, Politicks, Law, Mathe- 
maticks, and Divinity, having no Occa- 
ſion for Genius or Study. Upon this he 
led me to the Frame, about the Sides where- 
of his Scholars ſtood in Ranks, which was 
twenty Foot ſquare, plac'd in the Middle 
of the Room. The Superficies conſiſted 
of ſeveral Bits of Wood, about the Bulk 
of a Dye, tho' not all of a Size. Theſe 
were link'd together by ſlender Wires, 
and cover'd on every Square with Paper 
paſted on them, on which Papers were 
written all the Words of their Language, 
tho' without any Order, in their ſeveral 
Moods, Tenſes, and Declenſions. The 

Proteflor, juſt going to ſet his Engine at 
Work, deſir'd me to obſerve it: The Pu- 
pils, by his Direction, took each of them 
hold of an Iron Handle, there being for- 
ty Handles plac'd round the Edges of the 
Frame, and, upon giving them a ſudden 
Turn, 
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Turn, the Diſpoſition of the Words was 
entirely tranſpos d. Six and thirty Boys 
were appointed to read the Lines ſoftly, 
as they appeared upon the Frame; and, 
when they obſerved three or four Words 
together, that might make Part of a Sen- 
tence, they dictated to the other four 
Lads who were Scribes. This Work was 9 
repeated ſeveral Times, and at every Turn . 
the Machine was ſo managed, that the 4 
Words ſhifted into different Places, 284 
the ſquare Bits of Wood mov'd upſide 
down. Six Hours a-day the Pupils were 
thus employed; and the Profeſſor ſhew'd 
me a Collection of broken Sentences, in 
ſeveral Volumes in Folio, which he de- 
ſign'd to join together, and out of ſuch 


valuable Materials to give the Publick a . 
compleat Body of all Arts and Sciences; 05 
which yet might be farther impror c 
and ſooner diſpatch'd, if a Fund were rai- ſho! 
ſed to ſet up five hundred ſuch Frames in fill 


Lagado, and the Managers obliged to con- 
tribute, in common, what they had ſeve- 
Tally collected. He told me, that this 
Invention had, from his Youth, taken up 
all his Thoughts; that the whole Vocabu- 
lary was employ'd into his Frame, and 
that he had, with the utmoſt Striftnels

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is in the Book, between the Numbers of 
particles, Nouns, Verbs, and other Parts 

of Speech. I, in the moſt reſpectful 
Manner, acknowledged the great Com- 
municativeneſs of this illuſtrious Projector, 
and aſſured him, that, whenever it was 
my good Fortune to return to my na- 
tive Country, I would repreſent. him as 
the ſole Inventor of this wonderful En- 
cine, a Draught of which I had Leave to 
delineate on Paper; and that, altho' the 
Learned in Europe frequently ſteal Inven- 
tions one from another, I would take par- 
ticular Care to do him ſo much Juſtice, 
that he ſhould have the Honour to him» 
ſelf, without a Rival. „

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I guage, where three Profeſſors ſat conſult- 
"W's, how to improve that of their own 
5 Country, for the doing of which two Pro-

jetts were propoſed. The firſt was te 
orten Diſcourſe, by contracting Poly- 
ſyllables into one, and throwing out Verbs 
and Participles, becauſe, properly ſpeak- 
ng, all Things are but Nouns. The o- 
ther Scheme was, contrived to aboliſh all 
Words. whatſoever ; and this was argued 
to be no ſmall Advantage, in reſpect of 
Health as well as Brevity; for every 
Word we ſpeak. does, in ſome Degres, 

D Cots 
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corrode, and thereby diminiſh our Lungs, 
and conſequently contributes to ſhorten 
our. Days. An Expedient was therefore 
offer d, that ſince Words are no more than 
the Names of Things, it would be better 
for all Men to carry about with them ſuch 
Things as were requiſite to expreſs what 
they are to diſcourſe on. This Invention 
would certainly have prevailed, if theWo- 
men, joined with the Vulgar and Illiterate, 
Had not threatened to raile a Rebellion, 
if they ſhould be denied the ſame Liber. 
ty of ſpeaking with their Tongues, which 
was allow'd to their Anceſtors ; ſuch ob- 
AKinate implacable Enemies to Science are 
the common People. Many of the wiſeſt 
and moſt learned, notwithſtanding, com- 
| plied with this new Scheme, which hath 
in it only one Inconvenience, that if 
Man's Buſineſs be very great, and of {: 
veral Kinds, he is obliged to carry a pro 
portionable Burthen of Things on his Back 
unleſs he can afford one or two tou: 
Servants to attend him. I have often 
ſeen two of thoſe Sages ready to fink un 
der the Weight of their Packs, like ou 
Pedlars; who, meeting in the Street: 
would lay down their Loads, open thei! 
Saddles, and converſe for an Hour toe: 
ther ; then put up their Implements, 8 
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Wit each other in reſuming their Bur- 
ens, and take their Leave. A Man 
may carry Implements in his Pockets and 
nder his Arms, ſufficient to ſerve for 
ſhort Converſations, and at Home he can 
ever be at a Loſs; therefore the Room, 
yhere Company meet that prattiſes this 
rt, is furniſh'd with all Things neceiſary 
or this Sort of artificial Converſe. There 
vas another great Advantage propos'd by 
his Expedient, that it might ſerve as 
in univerſal Language in all civiliz'd 
ations, whoſe Utenſils are generally of 
he fame Kind, or ſo much alike, that 
heir Uſes would be eafily underſtood ; 
y this Means alſo Ambaſſadors might 
eat with foreign Courts, tho' they were 
Wtter Strangers to their Tongues. When 
was at the Mathematical School, I 
ound the Maſter taught his Scholars, af- 
er a Method ſcarce imaginable to us Eu- 
Jeans, The Propoſition and Demonſtra- 
lon were plainly written on a thin Wa- 
er, with Ink made of a Cephalick Tin- 
we, which the Pupil was to ſwallow up- 
na taſting Stomach, and, for three Days 
ter, hve upon nothing but Bread and 
Vater.

N the School of Political Pro- 
jectors, I met with but little En- 
tertainment, the Profeſſors being, 
in my Opinion, entirely mad, which is 
a Scene that always makes me melan- 
choly. Theſe unhappy Men were advan- 
eing Projects for perſuading Princes to 
chuſe none for their Favourites, but ſuch 
15 were furniſh'd with Wiſdom, Capacity, 
and Vertue; for inſtructing Miniſters to 
conſult the Good of the Publick; for re- 
warding Merit; and teaching Monarchs 
to ſtudy their own Intereſt, by placing it 
on the ſame Bottom with that of their 
Subjects, and to fix none in any Offices 
that were not qualified to diſcharge them; 
vith many other extravagant Chimera's 
that never before enter'd into the Mind 
of Man to conceive, and eſtabliſh'd the 
wy Be D 3 'old 


old Obſervation, that there is nothing ſo 
wild and irrational which ſome Philoſo- 

phers have not aſſerted for Truth. But 
t muſt be confeſſed, that all the Profeſ. 
ſors of this Academy were not ſo vifio- 
nary; for among them there was a very 
ingenious Doctor, who ſeem'd perfectly to 
underſtand the whole Nature and Syſtem 
of Government. This excellent Perſon 
was very uſefully employ'd in finding out 
proper Remedies for all Diſeaſes, incident 
to the various Kinds of publick Admini- 
ration, whether they proceed from the 
Vices and Infirmities -0f the Governors 
themſelves, or from the Licentiouſneſs of 
their Subjects. For Example; ſince it is 
allowed by all Writers and Reaſoners, 
that there is a ſtrict and univerſal Re- 
ſemblance between the natural and the 
political Body; Can any Thing be more 
manifeſt, than that the Diſeaſes of both 
muſt be cured by the ſame Medicines? 
It will not be denied, that Senates and 
great Councils are frequently troubled 
with redundant, ebullient, and other vi- 
cious Humours, with many Maladies of 
the Head, but more of the Heart; with 
violent Contractions of the Nerves and 
Sinews in both Hands, but eſpecially in 
the Right; with Spleen, Flatus, Verti- 
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goes, and Deliriums; with ſcrophulous 
Tumours fill'd with fœtid Corruption; 
with canine Appetites, and Crudeneſs of 
Digeſtion, beſides ſeveral others that need 
not be mention d. The Doctor therefore 
laid down this Preſcription, that, upon 
the Meeting of a Senate, ſome Phyſici-- 
ans ſhould attend them, on the three 
firſt Days of their Sitting, and, at the 
Cloſe of each Day's Debate, feel the Pul- 
ſes of every Senator; then, having ma- 
turely conſulted upon the Nature of the 
leveral Diſeaſes, , aud Method of Cure, 
they ſhould on the fourth Day return to 
the Senate- Houſe, accompanied by their 
Apothecaries provided with effectual Me- 
dicines, and, before the Members fat, 
adminiſter to them, ſeverally, Lenitives, 
Aperitives, Abſtorſives, Corrofives, Re- 
ſtringents, Laxatives, Cephalalgicks, Ites 
ricks, Apophlegmaticks, &c. as each of 


theſe Medicines operate, repeat, vary, Or 
omit them at the next Meeting. This 
Project would be very little expenſive to 
the Publick, and would be of great Ser- 
vice for the Diſpatch of Buſineſs, in 
Countries where Senates have a Share in 
the legiſlative Power, by begetting Una- 
mmity, ſhortening Debates, opeuiag . a 
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* few MoOu hs, which are, at preſent, clo. 
led, and cloſing many more that are 
now open; reſttaining the Petulancy of 
the Voung, and correcting the Poſitive: 
neſs ot the Old; rouzing the Stupid, and 
damping the Pert. os bande 
Again, it being a common Complaint, 
that the Favourites of Princes have de. 
fective Memories, the Doctor adviſed, that 
Whoever waited on a prime Miniſter, 
Having told his Buſineſs with the utmoſt 
Brevity and Plainneſs, ſhould, at his De. 
- Parture, give him a Tweak by the Noſe, 
or a Kick on the Belly, tread on his 
Corns, lug him thrice by the Ears, ſtick 
a Pin in his Breech, or pinch his Arm, 
and, on every Levee-Day, repeat the 
ſame Operation, until either his Buſine' 
were done, or he had received an abl0- 
folute Refuſal. He farther preſcribed, 
that every Senator, when he dad given 
his Opinion in the Senate-Houſe, à d 
defended it by Argument, ſhould Þ:

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ment, it was propoſed that the Mem- 
bers ſhould raffle for Employments, each 
of them firſt taking an Oath, and giging 
Security that he would yote on the 
Side of the Court, whether he won or 
loſt ; and afterwards the Loſers, in their 


Turns, had the Privilege of raffling on 
the next Vacancy, This Method would 


keep alive the Hopes of all, for none 


would complain of broken Promiſes, but 


impute their Diſappointments to For- 
tune alone, whoſe Shoulders are broader 
than thoſe of a Miniftry. 

Another Profeſſor was pleaſed to ſhew 
me a Paper of Inſtructions, for detecting 
Plots and Conſpiracies againſt the Go- 
vernment. He directed Stateſmen to look 
into the Diet of all ſuſpected Perſons; 
examine their Times of eating; how they 
lay in Bed, whether on the right or 
left Side; with which Hand they wip'd 
their Poſteriors; make a ſtrict Search 
into their Excrements, and from the Co- 
lour, Smell, and Taſte, the Conſiſtence, 
the Crudeneſs, or Maturity of Digeſtion, 
judge of their Intention; becauſe Men 
are never ſo thoughtful, as when at Stool, 
which he learn'd by repeated Experi- 
ments; for when he uſed, purely as a 
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Trial, to conſider about the beſt Way 
of murdering the King, his Ordure had 
A, Tindhure of Green, but quite the re- 
verſe, when he deſign'd only to raiſe 
an Inſurrection, or ſet Fire to the Me- 
tropolis. The whole Diſcourſe was very 
ingeniouſly written, and contain'd many 
curious Obſervations, uſeful for Politici- 
ans; but, in my Opinion, was not a 
Huiſh'd Piece, as I freely told the Au- 
thor, offering, if he pleaſed to make it 
more compleat by ſome Additions. He 
accepted of my Propoſal with more Com- 
pliance than is common among Writers, 
particularly Projectors, declaring - he 
would be glad to hear what I had to 
ſay. I told him, that ſhould I live in a 
Kingdom, where Plots and Conſpiracies 
were in Vogue, either from the turbu. 
lent Tempers of the meaner People, or 
might be improv'd to the Service and 
Advantage of the higher Rank among 
them, it would be my firſt Care to coun- 
tenance and encourage the Fry of Diſco- 
verers, Witneſſes, Informers, Accuſers, 
Proſecutors, Evidences, Swearers, and all 
their ſubaltern Iuſtruments; when I had 
a ſufficient Number of them, of all Sorts 
and Capacities, I would place them - 
er 
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der the Conduct of ſome dextrous Poli- 
ticians, able both to protect and reward 
them. Men, thus qualified and empow- 
ered, might render Plots extreamly uſe- 
ful and advantageous; they might raiſe 
their own Characters, and paſs for moſt 
profound Stateſmen; they might give 
new Life to a crazy Adminiſtration; 
ſtifle or divert general Diſcontents; load 
their Pockets with Forfeitures, and ad- 
vance or ſink publick Credit, as either 
beſt anſwered their own private Ends, 
This might be done by firſt determi- 
ning among themſelves, - what ſuſpected 
Perſons ſhould be accuſed of a Plot; 
then particular Care 1s taken to ſecure 
all their Letters and Papers, aud put 
the Criminal in ſafe Cuſtody. Theſe 
Papers might be committed to the Ma- 
nagement of a Sett of Artiſts, of Pene- 
tration, ſufficient to diſcover the myſti- 
cal Meanings of Words, Syllables, and 
Letters. They ' ſhould be allow'd to in- 
terpret them, as they pleaſed, give them 
a Senſe not only foreign, but directly 
contrary te their true [ntent and Mean- 
ing: As, for Inſtance, they may inter- 
pret, if it ſuit their Fancies, a Sieve 
to fignify a Court-Lady, a lame Dog an

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Invader,” the Plague a ſtanding Army, a 
Buzzard a great Politician,” the Gout a 
High-Pricf, a Chamber- pot àa Committee of 
Noblemen, a Broom a Revolution, a.

Having paſs'd 
thro? ſeveral Apartments between Ser- 
vants of the ſame Sort, placed in Rows, 
as before, we at laſt came to the Pre- 
ſence-Chamber, where, after three pro- 
found Obeyſances, and ſome general 
Queſtions, we were allowed to fit on 
three Stools near the loweſt Step of the 
Governor's Throne. His Highneſs under-

The firſt 
ſeemed to be compoſed of Heroes and 
Demi-Gods ; but the other of Pedlars, 
Pick-pockets, Robbers, and Bullies. The 
Governor, at my Requeſt, ordered C:- 
ſar and Brutus to move towards us. The 
Sight of Brutus ſtruck me with a pro- 
found Admiration, and I at once diſ- 
covered the moft conſummate Vertue, 
Intrepidity, and Steddineſs of Mind, the 
trueſt Love of his Country, and Bere- 
volence to all Mankind, in every Fea- 
ture of his Countenance. I, with no 
{ſmall Pleaſure obſerved, that thoſe two 
Perſons kept a good Underſtanding 
with each other, and Ceſar freely own'd 
to me, that the moſt illuſtrious Actions 
of his Life were vaſtly inferior to the 
Glory of taking it away. Brutus very 
often honoured me with his Company ; 
and he told me, that his Anceſtors Ju- 
nius, Socrates, Epaminondas, Cato Junior, 
Sir Thomas More, and himſelf were al- 
ways together: A Setemvirate to which 
no Age of the World can add a Se- 
venth.

VO Kenan Virtue to Villains, 158 to Atheiſts, 
Charity to Sodomites, Veracity to Informers; 
nd how many innocent and deſerving Perſons had 
been condemned to Death or Baniſhment, by 
Influence of great Miniſters upon the Corrup- 
gi tion of Judges, and the Malice of Faction; 
WY how many Nees had been advanced to the 
bigheſt Offices ot Truſt, Power, Dignity, 
and Profit; how great ſhare in the Motions 
of Courts, Councils, and Senates, might be 
cliim'd by Bawds, Whores, Pimps, Flatter- 
ers, and Buffoons z how mean an Opinion I had 
of human Wiſdom and Sincerity, when I was 
let into the true Springs and Motiyes of great 
. A Enters 
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 Enterprizes and Revolutions, and of the tri- 
_ fling-Accidents to which they owed their 
Succeſs, Here I found out the Roguery and 
Ignorance- of the. Writers of Anecdotes, or 
Secret Hiſtory, who ſend ſo many Princes to 
their, Graves with a Draughr of Poyſon; will 
relate the Dialogue between a King and bis 
_#| Miniſter, where no Witneſs was by; un- 
lock the Thoughts and Cabinets of Ambaſſz- 
dorsand Secretaries.of State, andalways have 
the Mistortune of being miſtaken- Here [ 
diſcover'd the ſecret Cauſes of many great 
and ſurprizing Events; how a Whore can 
govern the Back-ſtairs, the Back- ſtairs a 
Council, and the Council a Senate. A Ge- 
neral told us himſelf, that he got a Victory, 
merely by the Dint of Cowardiſe and ill Con- 
duct: And an Admiral, that for want of In- 
telligence, he conquer'd the Enemy, to whom 
he deſign'd to betray the Fleet. Three Kings 
aſſured me, that, in their whole Reigns, 
they did never prefer any Perſon of Merit, 
unleis by Miſtake or Treachery: Neither 
would they do it, if they were to live again; 
and they prov'd with great Force of Reaſon, 
that the royal Throne could not be ſupported 
without Corruption, becaufe that poſitive, 
reſtive Temper, which Virtue infuſed into 
Man, was a conſtant Clegg to publick Buſi- 
nels, I enquir'd particularly, how many had 
procur'd to themſelves high Titles of Ho- 
nour, and vaſt Eflatcs;. and I confin'd my

Herold” 
e; that my Scheme of Living was irratio- 
al, becauſe it ſuppoſed a perpetual Conti- 
uance of Y outh, Health, and Vigour, which 
one could be fo vain as to expect; that the 
Queſtion ought to be thus ſtated, Whether, 
ind how a Man would chuſe to live for ever, 
nder all the Diſadvantages that uſually attend 
Did Age? For altho' few would defire Im- 
ortality on thoſe hard Conditions, yet in 
Balnibarbs and Japan, every Man would fain 
ut off Death for ſome Time longer, let it 
pproach ever ſo late; and I ſeldom. heard of 
ny one that died willingly, unleſs he labour'd 
nder extreme Grief and Torture. And he 
ppeal'd to me, whether, in the Courſe of 
Travels, 1 had not obſerv'd the ſame ge- 
eral Diſpoſition. As for the Struldbruges, 
e faid they uſually acted like Mortals, un-

r= Aving travelled about three Miles, 
FT we came to along Timber Building, 
hole Roof was low, and covered 
with Straw, At the Sight of which, I began 
to be comforted, and took out my Toys, in 
hopes they would encourage the People of the 
Houſe to uſe me kindly. The Horſe made 
me a Sign to go in firſt; the Room had a 
ſmooth Clay Floor, and a Rack and Manger 
the whole leach of it on one Side. There 
were three Naggs, and a Mare ſitting down 
upon their Hams, and others employ'd in do- 
meſtick Buſineſs. They ſeem'd but ordinary 
Cattle; however this confirm'd my former 
Opinion ot the Wiſdom of that People, who 
could ſo far civilize brute Animals. The Grey 
came in ſoon after, and neighed ſeveral times 
to them in a Style of Authority, and receiv- 
ed Anſwers, Beyond this Room were three 
others, to which you paſſed through three 
Doors, oppoſite to each other. We went to 
the laſt, and here the Gray walk'd in firſt, 
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beckoning me to attend him. I waited in the 

ſecond Room, and * my Preſents for 

the Maſters and Miſtreſſes of the Houſe, The 
Horſe neigh'd three or four times, and I wait- 
ed to hear ſome human Voice, but obſerved 
no other Returns, than a ſhriller Voice in the 
ſame Dialect, and began to think it muſt be 
ſome great Perſon's Houſe, from the Difficul- 
ty of Admittance: But that a Man of Qua- 
ity ſhould be ſerv'd only by Horſes, I could 
not comprehend, 1 a = to think my Brain 
was diſturb'd, and look'd about the Room, 
which 1 found furniſhed after the manner of 
the firſt, but more elegantly, In ſhort 1ab- I. 
ſolutely concluded it muſt be all Necroman- che 


ey; but had not time to purſue my Reflecti· Ml 7- 
ons, for the grey Horſe came and made me a WM 
anc 


Sign to follow him into the third Room, 
where Iſaw a handſome Mare, Colt and Foal, ble 

firting on their Haunches, on Matts artfully t 

made, and perfectly neat and clean. The Mare WM 0 
roſe up, and alter obſerving my Hands and 
Face, look*d contemptuouſly at me, and turn- Nh. 

ing to the Horſe, I heard the word Yahoo men- the 

tion'd between them, which tho' I did not 

underſtand, was ſoon better inform'd to my Ho 

Morrification. For the Horſe beckoning to Urn 

me with his Head, and repeating the Word ne 

Hhuun Hhuun, he led me thro' a Court to a 

Building at ſome diſtance, where were three 

of thoſe dereſtable Creatures Thad ſeen be- 

fore, feeding upon the Fleſh of Animals and 
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Roots. They were faſtened by the Neck, 
with ſtrong Withes to a Beam, and held the 
Fleſh between their Claws, while they tore 
it with their Teeth. The Maſter Horſe order- 
ed a ſorrel Nagg, one of his Servants, to untye 
the largeſt of theſe Animals, and take him in- 
to the Vard; where they compared us toge- 
ther, and repeated the Word 7ahoo, My Hor- 
ror and Surprize were great, when Iobſery'd 
a perfect human Figure: The Face was flat 
and broad, the Noſe depreſſed, the Lips large, 
and Mouth wide; but theſe Differences are 
common to all ſavage Nations, whoſe Natives 
lye groveling on the Earth, or are carried on 
their Mothers Backs. The Fore. feet of the 
Taboo differed from my Hands, only in the 
Length of the Nails, Coarſeneſs of the Palms, 
and Hairineſs on the Back. Their Feet reſem- 
bled ours, and every part of the Body, except 
35 to the Hairinefs and Colour. What ſeem'd 
moſt ſtrange to the two Horles, was to ſee the 
reſt of my Body, ſo different from a Taboo, 
which was occaſion'd by my Cloaths; but this 
they did not conceive. The ſorrel Nagg offer. 
ed me a Root, which he held beetween his 
Hoof and Paſtern; this I ſmelt to, and re- 
turn'd it as civilly as I could. He brought 
me a Piece of Aſſe's Fleſh, which ſmelt to of- 
knfively, that I could not bear it; he then 
threw it to a Taboo, who devoured it 8 | 
ly. He afterwards ſhewed me Hay and Oats, 
vhich 1 ſignified was not Food for me; _ 4 
55 2 indeed 
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indeed began to apprehend. that I muſt abſd- 


lately ftarve,”-if- could not meet with ſome 
of my own Species. The Maſter Horſe, ob- 
ſerving how deteſtable the Yahoo, appear'd to 
me by jy Behaviour, ſent” him back to bi 
Kennel. He then made Signs, by putting 
his Fore-hoof to his Mouth, to know what J 
would eat. But I could not anſwer him, to 
make him underftand me; and altho? he had, 
Ifaw' no poffible way of contriving to get 
Nouriſhmenr, = At this Juncture Iſa a Cow 
going by, and expreſſed a Deſire of milking 
her. This anfwered my End, for he ordered

a Mare Servant, to open a Room, where was 0 
5 ſtore of Milk, in earthen and wooden I v 
| eflels, | in an orderly and cleanly Manner. N 
She gave me a large Bowl- full, which 1 drank WM, 
off, and found myſelf refreſned. About Noon W p. 
I faw a Vehicle, drawn like a Sledge, by four MW; 
Yahoo's, coming towards the Houle. Tbeie 4 
was in it an old Steed of Quality, who alight- 5 
ed with his Hind- foot forward, having hurt Wl ; 
his left Fore- foot. He came to dine with our 1 
Horſe, ha received him very civilly. They MW, 
dined in the beſt Room, and had Oats boib'd 4 
in Milk, for the ſecond Courſe, which they i 
warmed for the old Horſe, but the reſt eat 0 þ 
them cold. Their Mangers were placed round 7 
in the middle of the Room, in which were ſe- 10 
veral Partitions, round which they ſat upon 2 
Truſſes of Straw. Thus they dined with If 
much Decency and Regularity, having eve. y 
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ry one his Meſs. The young Colt and Foal 
appeared very modeſt, and the Maſter, and 
Miſtreſs very gay and complaiſant to their 
Gueſt: The Grey ordered me to ſtand by him, 
and much Diſcourſe paſſed between them con- 
cerning me, as I perceiv'd by their Looks, 
and frequent Repetition of the word Taboo. 
happened to wear my Gloves, which ſo per- 
plexed the Maſter Grey, that he put bis Hoof 
ſeyeral times to them, ſignifying that I ſhould 
pull them off, which I did, and put them in- 
to my Pocket. I ſoon found the good Effects 
of this Behaviour, and was ordered to ſpeak 
thoſe Words 1 underſtood; and while they 
were at Dinner, the Maſter taught me the 
Names for Oats, Milk, Fire, and Water, (9c. 
which I pronounced after him, having agreat 
Facility in learning Languages. When they. 
had dined, the Maſter Horſe by many Signs, 
expreſs'd a Concern, that I had nothing to 
eat. Tpronounced the word Hlunnh (which 
ſignifies Oats in their Language) two or three 
times; for tho? I had refuſed them before, 
conſidered that I could make a Sort of Bread 
WM ith them, which would keep me from ſtarv- 
a ing. The Horſe immediately ordered a Mare 
7 Servant, to give me a good 8 ot Oats. 
„ beſe I dried before the Fire, then rubb'd 
atem to looſen the Huſks, which | winnow'd 
tom the Grain. I ground them berween 
wo Stones, and made them into a Paſte with 
„Water, which I toaſted by the Fire, and = 
| | Wit 
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with warm Milk. It was at firſt an inſipid 
Diet, though common enough in ſome parts 4 
of Europe; but grew tolerable in time, eſpe- 
cially to one who had been under Neceſſities 
to often, And I cannot but obſerve, that [ 
kad not one Hour's Sickneſs while I ſtaid in 
this Iſſand. Tis true I made ſhift to catch a 
Rabber or Bird with Gins made of Yahoo's 
Hairs, and gathered wholeſome Herbs, which 
Iboib'd or eat like Sallet, with my Bread, and 
now and then made Butter, and drank the 
Wbey. I was at a loſs for Salt at firſt, but 
Cuſtom reconciled the want of ir, and Iam 
"confident its Uſe is the Effect of Luxury a- 
mong us; and that it is only neceſſary in che 
preſerving of Fleſh; for we obſerve no Ani- 
mals to be fond of it but Man; and for my 
part, I could not endure the Taſte of it for 
ſome time after I had left this Country. I 
have ſaid enough upon the Subject of my 
Diet; but thought it neceſſary to mention 
this, leſt the World ſhould think it impoſſi- 
ble, I could find Suſtenance in ſuch a Coun- 
try for three Y cars together. When it grew 
towards Evening, the Maſter Horſe ordered 
me a Place to lye in; it was very near the 
Houſe, and ſeparated from the Stable of the 
Taboo s. Here I got ſome Straw, and cover- 
ing my ſelf, with my own Clonths, ſlept very 
ſound. But was in a ſhort time better accom- 
modated, as the Reader ſhal} know hercat- 
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The Author ſtudies the Language, by the Aſſt. 
ance of his: Maſter the Houyhnhnm: The 
Language deſcribed. Several Houyhnhnms 
of Duality come to ſee the Author. He gives 
his Maſter a ſport Account of his Voyage. 
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the Language, in which my Maſter 


(for ſo I ſhall henceforth call him) his 


Children and Servants in{trufted me, For 


they look'd upon it as a Prodigy, that fo 
much Reaſon ſhould- appear in a brute Ani- 
mal, I enquired the Name of every thing, 
and corrected my bad Accent, by hearing the 
Words often pronounced, in which a ſorrel 
Nagg principally aſſiſted me. In ſpeaking, 
they pronounce thro' the Noſe like the High 
Dutch, but their Language is more gracetul 
and ſignificant. The Emperor Charles V. 
made almoſt the ſame Obſervation, when he 
laid, that if he was ta ſpeak to his Horſe, it 
ſhould be in High Dutch. My Maſter, whoſe 
Curioſity of knowing what Animal I was, 
and from whence I came, ſpent many leiſure 
Hours to inſtruct me, and hoped, by the Pro- 
ficiency. I had made, I ſhould ſoda be capa- 
ble of anſwering his Exprctation. To help 
my Memory, I formed all I learn'd into the 
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V principal Endeavour was to learn ä 
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Eugiiſ Alphaber, and writ the Words down 
wich che Tranſlations. And as I ventured to 
do this in my Maſter's Preſence, it coſt me a 
great deal of Pains to explain to him what J 
was about; for cbt übst have not the 
leaſt Idea of Books or Learning, In about 
ten Weeks, I began to underſtand his Queſti- 
ons, and in three Months could give ſome to- 
lerable Anſwers,” He was extremely deſirous 
of knowing from what Part of the Country 
| I came, and how 1 came to imicute a rational 
Creature, becauſe the Naboo's (whom I reſem- 
' bled in thoſe Parts he could ſee) with ſome 
Appearance of Cunning and miſchievous Dil- 
3 were the moſt unteachable of all 
Brutes. I told him, that I came over in a 
hollow Veſſel made of Trees, and how my 

Companions had ſerv'd me, But he replied, 
I muſt be miſtaken, or ſaid the thing which 
Was not, they having no Word to cxprels 
Falſhood or Lying; for it was impoſlible that 
there could be a Country where 1 had faid, 
or _ Brutes could make a Veſſel to move 
wherE they pleaſed upon the Water. That 
no ouzhnhnmicould make ſuch a Veſſel, or 
would truſt Jah to manage it. The Word 
Houybnhmn, in their Tongue, ſignifies a Horle, 
and, in its Etymology, the Perfection of Ma- 
ture. I told my Maſter, I was at a Loſs to 
expreſs myſelf, but hoped to be able ro tell 
him- Wonders in a ſhort time, He ordered 
all his Family to inſtru& me, ſpent 2 or 
8 „ | three 
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three Hours a Day himſelf for that Purpoſe. 
Several Horſes and Mares of Quality came to 
ſee me, upon the Report that there; Was a 
wonderful Taboo, who could ſpeak like a 
Houybnhnm, and ſeemed to diſcover ſome 
Glimmering of Reaſon. Theſe aſxed me ma- 
ny Queſtions, and received ſuch Anſwers as I 
could return; by which Advantages, in five 
Months, 1underſtoed all that was ſpoke, and 
could expreſs myſelf tolerably well. The 
Houyhnhums, who came to ſee me, could 
hardly believe me to be a 1ahoo, from my Bo- 
dy being differently covered, and were aſto- 
niſhed to obſerve me without the uſual Hair 
or Skin, except on my Head, Face, or Hands; 
but I diſcovered that Secret to my Maſter, 
about a Fortnight before. As it was my Cu- 
ſtom every Night, when the Family was gone 
to Bed, to ſtrip and cover my ſelf with my 
Cloaths, my Maſter ſent for me by his ſorrel 
Nagg one Morning, as I was faſt aſleep; my 
Cloaths fallen off, and my Shirt lying diſor- 
derly, I awaked at the Noiſe, and obſerved 
him to deliver his Meſſage in Confuſion; af- 
ter which, he went to his Maſter, and told 
him all he had diſcovered. When I was 
dreſſed, 1 went to Pay -my Attendance upon 
his Honour, who atked the Meaning of what 
his Servant had reported; that I was different 
alleep and awake, and that my Body was 
whiter then than at another Time. I had 
hitherto concealed the Secret of my Dreſe, 
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to be diftioguiſhed from that curſed Race of ill C 
7@boo's but finding it in vain to do ſo ary il © 
longer, I therefore told my Maſter, that in tt 
our Country we kept our Bodies from Heat il * 
and Cold, as well as to avoid the Inclemen- 4 
cies of the Air, by covering them with the ti 
Hairs of certain Animals artfully prepared for ¶ te 
that Uſe; that if he pleaſed to give me his . 
Command, I would ſoon convince him; he M © 
told me I might do as I pleaſed. Whereupon vi 
J undreſs'd my ſelf before him, having a Re- 
gard to all neceſſary Decency. He took my me 
loaths one Piece after another, and looked ha. 
diligently at them; then walked round me, e! 
and ſtroak d my Body gently; after. which, 
he ſaid, I muſt be a Taboo, tho? I differed ve- n 
ry much from the reſt of my Species, in the e 
Softneſs and Whiteneſs of my Skin, and my WM"4 
Want of Hair on ſeveral Parts of my Body 

the Shape and Shortneſs of my Claws, an 
my- continual walking uprighr. He deſired 
to ſee no more, and gave me Leave to put on 
my Cloaths. I cxpreſſed an Uneaſineſs at his 
calling me by the Name of that odious Ani- 
mal, and begg'd he would not apply it to 
ne, and give the ſame Order to his Family 
or Friends who were ſuffered to ſee me; and 
deſired he would keep the Knowledge of my 
alſe Covering to himſelf, ar leaſt, as long as 
ny preſent Cloathing laſted, and command 
| 1is ſorrel Nagg to conceal it. All this he 
conſented to, which was kept ſecret till my 
6 Cloaths 
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ced to ſupply by ſeveral Contrivances. In 
the mean time, he deſired me to apply my 
utmoſt Diligence in learning the Language, 
adding, that he had long waited with Iimpa- 
tience to hear the Wonders which I had to 
tell him. From thenceforward he took more 
Pains to inſtruct me, and brought me into all 
Company, whom he deſired to treat me ci- 
villy, that I might be more diverting. Eve- 
ry Day when I waited on him, he would aſk + 
me ſeveral Queſtions concerning myſelf, -and 
had already conceived by my Anſwers, ſome 
general Ideas, tho” 2 It would be 
tedious to relate the particular Steps we made 
in Converſation; but the firſt Account that 
| gave of myſelf in any Order or Length, 
was. to the following Purpoſe, That I came 
from a diſtant Country, as I had told him be- 
fore, in Company with Fifty of my own Spe · 
cles; that we travelled in a large hollow Veſ- 
eh made of Wood, and larger than his Ho- 
nour's Houſe. I deſcrib'd the Ship to him as 
vell as I could, and with my Handkerchief 
iplained the Manner how it was driven for- 
vard by the Wind, That a Quarrel ariſing 
mong us, I was ſet on Shore, and walked 
n without knowing whither, till he delive- 
d me from the Perſecution of thoſe dereſta- 
e Taboo g.

of the Argument from the Heavineſs of the 
Picading. It is a Maxim among thoſe Men, 
that Whatever has been done before, may 
lawfully be done again; and therefore they 
take ſpecial Care, to record all Deciſions for- 
merly made, even thoſe, which, thro* Igno- 
+ Tance and Corruption, have contradicted the 
common Rules of Juſtice, and Reaſon of 
Mankind. Theſe, under the Name of Pre- 
cedents, they produce as Authorities, to juſt.- 
ty their inequitable Opinions. In pleading, 
they care not to enter into the Merits of the 
Cauſe, but are loud, violent, and tedious, 
in dwelling upon Cirtumſtances not to the Pur- 
poſe. For Inſtance, in the Caſe juſt menti- 
oned, they never deſire to know, what Ti- 
tle my Adverſary hath to the Cow, but en- 
quire into the Colour and Length of her Horne, 
and whether ſhe grazed. in a ſquare or round 
Field, whether ſhe was milk'd at home, or 
abroad, c. after which, they conſult Pre-

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cedents; adjourn the Cauſe from time to time, 
and in tcwenty or thirty Vears it comes to an 
Iſſue It is like wiſe to be obſerved, that this 
Society has a particular Jargon, that nobody 
underſtands bur themſelves, wherein all their 
Laws are written, which they take care to 
multiply; by which means, they have almoſt 
confounded” the very Eſſence of Truth and 
Falſhood, of Right and Wrong; ſo that it 
may take thirty Years to decide, whether 
de Field left me by my Anceſtors, for fix 
Generations, belongs to me or a Stranger.

I 
had Reaſon to believe they imagined me one 
of their own; Species; for when I diſcovered 
my naked Arms. or Breaſts to them, they 
would imitate my Actions like Monkies, but 
with the greateſt Signs of Averſion. Altho' 
they are very nimble from their Infancy, I 
once caught a Cub ot three Years old, but 
it ſquauled and bit to that Degree; that a 
whale Herd of old ones approached at the 
Noiſe upon which I let it go. I obſerved, 
that it ſmelt very rank and diſagreeable, and 
ſo bedaubed me with Filth, that I durſt not 
venture into my Maſter's Prefenee, till I was 
ſuMiciently aired, By what I could diſcover 
of theſe Animals, they ſcemed the moſt in- 
docile Creature I "had ever met with, which, 
in my Opinion, proceeds from their obſtinate 
Diſpoſ don.

He obſer- 
ved, that Taboo's had not been always in that 
Country: That the two firſt were diſcovered 
upon a Mountain, but whether produced 
from Mud, or the Traſh of the Sea, was ne- 
ver known. That theſe propagated the Spe- 
cies, till the whole Country became ſo infeſt- 
ed with them, that a general Hunting was 
made, to deſtroy the old ones, and every 
Houyhnhum, after that, kept two young ones, 
and tamed them for his oon Ut. That it 
ſeemed true, that theſe Creatures could not 
be UInbniamſhy, (or Aborigines of the Land) 
from the natural Hatred the Houybnbums bore.

The 
Topicks are generally Friendſhip and Bene- 
volence, or the Praiſes of Victors in Races, 
ud other bodily Exerciſes, Their Buildings, 
cho' rough and ſimple, are contrived to keep 
them from the Injuries of the Weather.

If I chanced to ſee my- 
ſelf in a Lake or Fountain, I ſtarted back 
with Horror and Deteſtat ion of my ſelf, and 
could ſooner: bear the Sight of acomman Ta- 
hoo. | was ſo deligbted with the Houybabnms, 
that I began to imitate their Gut, and have 
ſo long uied it, that my Friends tell me 7 
trot lite a Horſe, which I take for a great 
Compliment, and ſhall not diſown, that, in 
Speaking, 1 am apt to fall into their Voice 
and Manner, and hear myſelf ridiculed with- 
out the leaſt Mortification. In the midſt of 
this Happineſs, when I thought myſelf ſet- 
led for Life, my Matter (ent for me one 
Morning, and obſerving ſome Perplexity in 
his Countenance, aſter a ſhort Silence, he 
told me, hatin the laſt general Aſſembly, it 
was taken as an Offence that he ſhould kecp 
a 7aboo (meaning myſelf) in his Family more 
like a Henybnhum than a Brute, and ſuffer 
him to converſe with bim; that it was un- 
reaſonable, and what was never heard ot bes 
fore. That they did therefore exhort him 
to employ me like the reſt, or command me 
20 ä do 
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to ſwim back from whence I came, That the 
firſt Propoſal was fejected, becauſe, as Lhad 
ſore Rudiments of. Realon, I might be able 
to ſedujce thoſe Animals into the Mountains, 
and bring them in Troops by Night, to de- 
ſtroy the Cattle. He added, that he was dai- 
ly preſſed to put this Exbortation in Execu- 
tion, and could defer it no longer; and there- 
fore 'withed. I would think 25 ſome Contri- 


vance which would 8 me Ovyer-ſca. He 


concluded, by faying, he would have kept 

me as long as I had lived, becauſe I had cured 
_ myſelf of ſeveral bad Diſpoſitions ſince I had 
been among the Hoxwyhnhnms. I ſhould here 
- obſerve to the Reader, that a Decree of the 
General Aſſembly is call'd Habloayn, ſigniſy- 
ing an Exhortation ; for they arguc, that a ra- 
tional Creature can only be adviſed or exhort-

=- ed, ſince no Perſon can difobey Reaſon,” with- 


cout quitting} his Claim to Rationality. My 
Maſter's Diſcourſe ſtruck me with ſuch unſup- 
portable Grief, that 1 fainted at his Feet, 
which made him conclude T was dead. When 
I recovered myſelf, Ianſwered in a faint Voice, 
that Death would have been too great a Hap- 
pineſs. That altho? 1 could not blame the 


= Aſſembly's Exhortation, yet I thought it might 
have been leſs rigorous. That I could not 


ſwim far, and many Materials would be want- 
ing to make me a Veſſel, and therefore con- 
cluded myſelf devoted to Deſtruction. That 
the Proſpect of Death was the leaſt Evil; for 
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ſhould I, by. ſome extraordinary F ort T i fave. 
my Life, how could I think of living among 
Tahoo's, and relapſe into former Corruptions, 
for want of Examples of Virtue. That 1 
knew the Aſſembly would not be prevail'd 
upon by my weak Reaſons, and therefore, 
after returning my humble Thanks for the 
Offer of his Servants to aſſiſt me, in making 
a Veſſel, and deſiring a reaſonable Time, I told 
him I would endeayour to preſerve myſelf; and 
that if ever I ſaw my Native Country, 1 
would be of uſe to my own Species, in pro- 
poſing rhe Virtues of the Houybubnums, as a 
Pattern to Mankind. He anſwered me very 
graciouſly, and allow'd me two Months to 
tiniſh my Boat, which I afterward compaſſed 
in Six- Weeks, by the Aſſiſtance of the Sor- 
rel Nagg. in his Company, I went firſt to 
the Shore, where my rebellious Crew had leſt 
me, whence looking on every Side into the 
Sea, I deſcry'd an Iſland with my Pocket-glaſs, 
toward the Faſt, which I computed to be 
about five Leagues off, which Place | relolv'd 
ſhould be the firſt of my Baniſhmenr, ler the 
Conſequence, be as it would. We finiſhed 
a ſort of Indian Canoo, and covered it over 
with Yahoo's Skins ſtitch'd together with 
Thread of my own making. The Sails were 
of the Skins of the youngeſt of thoſe Ani- 
- mals, and I was: provided likewiſe with four 
Paddles, and laid in Stock of boyl'd Rabbets, 
and Fowls, with two Veſſels, one fill'd with 

Milk, 
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miy Canov in a large Pond near my Maſter's 


Houſe, and made 64 3-447 300 It was after- 
wards drawn to the Sea-ſide on a Carriage, 
by Taboo, under the Conduct of the Sor- 
rel Nagg and another Servant. When the 
Day appointed for my Departure was come, 
I took leave of my Maſter and his Family, 
with che greateſt Grief imaginable. But his 
Honour having the Curioſity to ſee me in my 
Canoo, got {ome Friends to accompany him. 
I waited above an Hour for the Tide, and 
then obſerving the Wind bearing towards the 
Iſland, to which I intended to ſteer my Courſe, 
I took a ſecond Leave of wy Maſter, and paid 


my Reſpects to the reſt of the Houybnbnm: ,

Began this deſperate Voyage on the 
th of February 1714-15, and the 
= Wind being favourable, I ſet up my 
ſmall Sail, by the help of which, and the 
Tide, 1 went at the Rate of a League and 
half an Hour. My Maſter and his Compa- 
ny continued on the Shore, till | was almoſt 
out of Sight, and 1 often heard my Friend 
the ſorre] Nagg crying out in his own Lan- 
guage, Take care of thy ſelf, gentle Yahoo. 
The terrible Idea I conceived of returning 
home, to live under the Government of Ta- 
boo's, made me reſolve to land on the firit un- 
inhabited land I could diſcover, and there 
ſeek Neceſſaries of Life, conſidering that in 
this Solitude, I could reflect on the Virtues 
of the Houybnbums, without the Danger of 
- Willing into the Corruptions of my own Spe- 
ies. The Reader may remember, that when [ 
p. vas ſet on Shore by my rebellious Crew, they 
olemnly ſwore they knew not in what wo 
0 
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of the Morld we were ; however, from 
What fover-heard among them, I believed we 
Mere about ten Degrees ſouth ward of the 
Cape of Gaod Hope ; and altho? this was little 
more than Conjecture, I reſolved to ſteer my 
Dourſe Eaſtward, the Wind being full Weſt. 
B/ dix in the Evening, I had gone about Eight- 
een Leagues Eaſtward, When I ſpied a ſm. 
Mand; Which I ſoon reach'd, and diſcover- 
ed, it to be only a Rock with one Creek. 
put in my Canoo, and climbing up a part 
of the Rock, could diſcover Land extending 
from South to North. I lay all Night in my 
Canoo, and continued my Voyage next 


of Neu Holland. I ſaw no Inhabitants where 
Ilanded, and being unarmed, was afraid to 
venture far into the Country. Here I con- 
tinued three Days, living upon Shell- fiſh to 
fave my Provifions, and fortunately met with 
good Water. On the fourth Day, ! ventur- 
ing a little too far, I ſ. w ſeveral of the Ni- 
tives, Men, Women, and Children, ſtark 


and gave Notice to the reſt; ſive of them 
advancing toward me, I baſted ro my C.- 
noo, and ſhoved off, but before I could get 
far enougb, one of them let flye an Arrow 
which wouuded me on the Inſide my leſt Knee, 
which I dreſſed as well as I could, when | 
had paddled out of their Reach. The Wine 
being againſt me, I was at a loſs what to do

Water. The Seamen found my Canoo, and 
booking about for the Owner, at laſt found. 
me lying on my Face behind the Stone. © 
ll They gazed a while with Admiration at the 
t Oddneſs of my Habit; at length one of the 
eSeamen, in Portugue ge, bid me to riſe, and 
ol aſk'd who Iwas. I underſtood him, and ri- 
» ſing up, (aid, I was a poor Yahoo: baniſhed 
ol from the Houybnbums, and deſired they would 
hl give me my Eiberty. They admired at 
r-M my anlwering in their own Langunge, but 
wondered what I meant by [Yahoo's and 
rk Hauyhuhnme, and laughed to hear me ſpeak 
Ml in a Tone like the Neighing of a Horſe. I 
m trembled with Fear and Hatred, and offer'd 


to get to my Canoo, but they laid hold 
of nie, and aſked what Countryman I Was. 
told them I was an Engliſbman, and a poor 
labao, ſeeking ſome Place to pals the Remain- 
der of his untortunate Life. Mhen they be- 
gan to talk, I thought nothing appeared 
more unnatutal, and the honeſt Portugueze 
75 were 
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were equally amazed at my Manner of utter- 

ing my Words. They ſpoke with much Hu- 
manity;/ and ſuid they would fend two of the 

| Crew. back to the Ship, to receive the Cap- 
rain's- Orders; and unlefs' I gave them my 
Oath not to flye, would ſecure me by Force. 

I comply*d;' and in two Hours the Boat re- 
turn d with the Captain's Orders to bring me 
on board. I begg'd for my Liberty, but in 
vain; and the Men having tied me with 
Cord, carried me on board the Ship into the 
Captain's Cabbin. The Captain, whoſe Name 
was Pedro de Mendez, uſed me very courte- 
ouſly, and offered me his Proviſions, and 
what the Ship afforded, in Terms ſo obliging, 
that I wondered to find ſo much Civility from 

. a Taboo. However, | remained ſilent and ſul- 
len, and was ready to faint at the Smell of 
the Men. At laft, I defired ſomething to 
car out of my own Canoo; bur he ordered 
me a Chicken and a Bottle of Wine, and 
then to be put to Bed in a clean Cabbin. I 
would not undreſs my ſelf, bur lay down on* 
the Bed-Cloaths, and getting up when I 
thought the Crew was at Dinner, I reſolved 

to leap into the Sea, and ſwim for my Life, 
ſooner than live among Yahoo's, but was pre- 
vented by one of the Men, and afterwards 

_ . Chained to my Cabbin. The Captain came 
to me, and deſired to know the Reaſon of ſo 
deſperate an 3 aſſuring me he was 
ready to do me all che Service in his Power.

a Dream, at which I took great Offence, and 
[ked him, if it was the Cuſtom in his Coun- 
try, to ſay the thing which was not? and aſſured 
him I had almoſt forgot what Falſhood meant, 
and was indifferent whether he believed me, 
or no. But bowever, in Return for bis Fa- 
vours, I would give ſo much Allowance to 
the Corruption of his Nature, as to anſwer 
any Objection he would make.

I began laſt Week to ſuffer 
my Wife to dine with me; yet the Smell of 
2 Taboo being ſtil] offenſive to me, I keep 
my Noſe ſtopt with ſome ſweet Herb or To- 
baeco, and hope in time to ſuffer a Neigh- 
bour Taboo im my Company, without Appre- 
henſions from his Teeth or Claws. My Re- 
concilement to the Yahoo's would be more 
eafy, if they would be content with thoſe 
Vices and Follies only which Nature bath 
entitled them to. I am not in the leaſt pro- 
vok d at the fight of a Lawyer or a Phyfi- 
eian: But when I behold a deform'd Wp 
ſmitten with Pride, my Patience is gone, be- 
ing unable to comprehend how ſuch an A- 
nimal, and ſuch a Vice can tally together.
